British experiences in South Africa have made the 
Army and Navy Gazette very skeptical as to the value 
of army maneuvers. The restrictions placed upon man- 
euvers in England have resulted in the adoption of absurd 
corollaries, placing the troops in a false position and 
wholly misleading officers as to what is possible and ad- 
yisable in actual war. Depending upon caterers to supply 
their wants, the troops have had to measure their pace 
by slow moving camps. The tactics employed at Magers- 
fontein and Colenzo were largely the result of maneuver 
training, and the professional movements of the British 
troops in the earlier part of the campaign were the 
obvious outcome of operations like the “’98” maneuvers, 
Desperate enterprises that would never have been allowed 
on maneuvers have succeeded in war. On the other 
hand, if desperate enterprises were allowed on maneuvers, 
no decision could ever be reached as to whether they 
would have succeeded or not. Sealed pattern movements 
have, however, also an injurious effect on troops that 
have to cope with the varying situations likely to be met 
with on active service. Maneuvers may teach men to 
march and deploy for action before the opponents come 
in contact and to make the most of the ground, but they 
should stop short of actual assault, our contemporary 
thinks. As an illustration of how the seemingly impossi- 
ble becomes possible under a soldier having the inspira- 
tion of genius the capture by Napoleon of the Pass of 
Somosierre during his invasion of Spain is cited. This 
was defended by a battery of sixteen Spanish guns, 
but when the Polish lancers of the guard charged boldly 
upon this battery, under cover of the smoke and the thick 
vapors of the morning, the Spanish gunners fired and 
fled, throwing the whole Spanish army into confusion 
and leading to its abandoning arms, ammunition, luggage 
and a number of prisoners. The charge of the Poles, 
viewed as a simple military operation, was extravagantly 
foolish, but, taken as the result of Napoleon’s sagacious 
estimate of the real value of Spanish troops, and prompt- 
itude in seizing the advantage offered by the smoke and 
fog that clung to the side of the mountain, it was a 
felicitous example of intuitive genius.” Similarly at 
Santiago the question of success turned upon a bold at- 
tack when timid counsels favored retreat. 
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The Engineer is not disposed to give the “born-shot” 
the position in efficient gunnery to which he has been 
assicned by popular opinion. Success in modern gun- 

as it contends, is mechanical, and the only inexacti- 

t is due entirely to human frailty. It is essential to 
mprovement of gunnery that this fact should be rec- 
zed. Given the correct range, the modern gun can- 

not well miss. In efficiency the range-finder may give a 
gould gunner the reputation Sf being a bad shot. ‘‘Alert- 
hess,” says our contemporary, “is the important quality ; 
alertness ean be taught and should betaught. Ships 
vhich the gunnery is indifferent are invariably those 

ch are generally ‘slack,’ while ‘smart’ ships almost as 
iriably shoot well. The men of the smart ship are 
taught to be alert in all things, and as a result it comes 
naturally to them to be alert at the guns, to watch for 
he right moment, and then to fire at once. The non- 
tman dallies, hesitating for the fraction of a second 

a miss is his reward. The rest is a matter of range- 
ing, and here again the alert operator is everything. 

[i cannot be too clearly recognized that with gun and 

vet at rest and the exact range known a miss is, or 
ild be, impossible. The ship’s motion is one of several 
«’sturbing elements, carelessness another. Eliminate this 
last, and the other can be managed. There is, therefore, 
40 real call for hero-worship of good gun captains, even 
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apart from the fact that hero-worship is foreign to the 
best traditions of the Navy. What is wanted is, rather, 
punishment for failures. An indifferent captain, or com- 
mander, or both, will, in ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred, be found the real cause of indifferent gunnery. 
In the odd case human stupidity may be saddled with the 
blame ; the gun itself, never. The best of target practice 
is no criterion,” in the opinion of The Engineer, “for good 
practice in war. In war there must be a conflict between 
the mental strain of the moment and past training. In 
this conflict the men who shoot best in peace may not 
come off best; indeed,it may be argued with some show 
of reason that they will not do so well as the phlegmatic 
moderate shot. The alert man may be made over-alert 
by war, while the normally more sluggish one may be 
sharpened up to the right pitch by the dread ordeal.” 
The reasoning of The Engineer does not seem to us 
strictly logical, but it is certainly suggestive.

Advices from Guam report a condition of considerable 
embarrassment in the finances of that island. It ap- 
pears that when Comdr. Seaton Schroeder, U.S.N., Naval 
Governor of the island, received a copy of the naval 
appropriation bill in its original form, containing an item 
of $250,000 for Guam, he decided to establish a leper 
hospital near Agana, the capital of the island, and con- 
nect the two points with a military road. These improve- 
ments, the need of which is generally conceded, absorbed 
virtually all the available funds in the insular treasury, 
and when the next mail, two months later, brought Gov- 
ernor Schroeder a copy of the act in its amended form, 
with the Guam item stricken out, he found his adminis- 
tration without money for current expenses. ‘The result 
is that the schools of the island, six in number, have been 
closed, work on all public improvements has been sus- 
pended and the operations of the Government are almost 
at a standstill. The contention of those who defeated the 
appropriation, that the inhabitants of Guam must sup- 
port their own local institutions, is well enough in its 
way, but to be able to do this they must have some tem- 
porary assistance in establishing schools, hospitals and 
highways. If Governor Schroeder is deserving of any 
censure at all, it is only for over-confidence in the good 
faith of Congress. And in any event the financial em- 
barrassment which has resulted from his entirely com- 
mendable activity should receive the speediest possible re- 
lief from the authorities at Washington. 











Judging from the army maneuvers, the French have 
not learned the lessons of recent experience in war, and 
the Germans have only partially learned them. A corres- 
pondent of the London Standard says: “The German 
infantry have only to be fired over for a few days to 
become very formidable rivals of the Boers. As for the 
French, they could not be fired over. At maneuvers, 
anyway, no one could miss them.” Some of the French 
troops, without adequate artillery protection, charged in 
serried masses on a hill, the Crete de Tucal, and took it, 
although it could be approached only over a glacis com- 
manded by fire, flanked on one side by a wood, and in 
the rear a ridge held by strong supports of artillery and 
infantry. The Germans paid more attention to cover, 
though their attack was less widely extended than pru- 
dence would seem to require. There appears to be some 
difference of opinion among German officers as to aban- 
doning the close attack, due to skepticism as to the deadly 
quality of the modern rifle. There can be little doubt 
that this is somewhat exaggerated, especially in the imag- 
ination of civilians like Block, whose absurd book on 
“The Future of War” has so impressed a Boston pub- 
lisher that he has issued a cheap edition of it so as to 
distribute as widely as possible what he regards as a 
conclusive argument against war. MBlock’s argument 
is based on the theory that “everv bullet has its billet,” 
when, as a matter of fact, it takes 20,000 of the insignifi- 
cant missiles now used in war to kill a man.

There could be no better illustration of tie vigor and 
directness of American enterprise than the statement of 
Mr. George G. Ward, Vice President of the Commercial 
Cable Company, that the projected cable between the 
United States and the Philippine Islands will be ready 
for business on July 4, 1903. Mr. Ward’s company 
originally undertook to have its line between the United 
States and Hawaii completed by Jan. 1, 1903, and this 
cable is now being laid, but stipulated that it should 
have two years in which to complete the extension from 
Honolulu to Manila. The announcement, therefore, that 
the entire system will be in working order by midsummer 
of next year is at once surprising and gratifying. The 
completion of the work will place the Government in 
direct communication with the Philippines on terms which 
are conspicuously advantageous, and is sure to result in 
a great increase of American naval and commercial! in- 
fluence in the Pacific. Apart from its importance in this 
respect, the construction of this cable within the period 
indicated will place before the world another fine ex- 
ample of American genius and energy.

The annual report of the Commisioner of Pensions 
serves as an impressive refutation of the dogma that 
republics are ungrateful. According to the statistics 
contained in the document, 999,446 persons are now 
drawing pensions from the Government and the fact 
that 339,436 applications are undergoing examination 
means that the number is bound to rise above the million 
mark at no distant day. The average value of these 
pensions is about $132 per annum, the total pension dis- 
bursements for the last fiscal year amounting to $137,- 


103 





504,268. From July 1, 1790, to July 1, 1902, the Gov- 
ernment paid the enormous total of $2,992,509,019 in 
pensions on account of Army and Navy Services. Of 
this, $70,000,000 was an account of the Revolutionary 
War, $45,000,000 for the War of 1812, $5,800,000 for 
Indian wars, $31,800,000 for the Mexican War, $2,744,- 
000,000 for the Civil War and $3,275,000 for the Span- 
ish War and operations in the Philippines. In spite of 
the increasing death rate among the older pensioners— 
the mortality for the coming year being estimated at 
40,000—there has been a net increase of 5,782 in the 
whole number since 1898. These figures afford con- 
vincing testimony of the liberality as well as the resources 
of the Nation, but they are also a reminder that constant 
care must be taken to exclude undeserving claimarts from 
the pension rolls. It is only by rejecting the fraudulent 
and unworthy that the Government is able to give pen- 
sions to those who justly deserve them.

Of the recent changes in our diplomatic service, all of 
which are conspicuously excellent, none is more gratify- 
ing than the appointment of Hon. Arthur 8. Hardy to be 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister. Plenipotentiary to 
Spain. Mr. Hardy is at present serving as Minister to 
Switzerland, and his transfer to the Spanish court is a 
promotion for merit which is creditable in equal degree 
to him and the Government at Washington. In char- 
acter, culture and achievement Mr. Hardy responds to 
the finest traditions of the diplomatic service and his 
professional equipment, acquired as Minister to Persia, 
then to Greece and then to Switzerland, is so broad and 
symmetrical that his new assignment will command the 
immediate approval of the Spanish Government. The cus- 
tom of assigning the Spanish mission to gentlemen of high 
scholarly attainments is happily exemplified in the pres- 
ent instance, and Mr. Hardy is a worthy addition to the 
long line of gifted men who have preceded him in that 
attractive office. His appointment is another tribute to 
the genius and influence of the United States Military 
Academy, from which he graduated in 1869, and it is no 
less an honor to American literature, which he has en- 
riched with creations of exquisite art. The advancement 
of men like Mr. Hardy adds to the dignity and usefulness 
of the diplomatic Service, and will receive the cordial 
approval of all who would have the Government worthily 
represented at the capitals of foreign nations. 





Major Elijah W. Halford, Pay Department, U.S.A., 
who has served for two years in Manila, where he is 
actively interested in religious and educational under- 
takings, has appealed to American philanthropists for a 
fund of $200,000 for the construction of a Young Men’s 
Christian Association building in that city. Major Hal- 
ford favors a building that will include useful special 
departments for soldiers and sailors and which, besides 
providing accommodations for ambitious young Filipinos, 
shall serve as a popular headquarters for the 10,000 
English-speaking young men resident in the islands. 
The International Committee of the Y.M.C.A. has for 
the last four years conducted a wholesome educational 
campaign in Manila, consisting partly of night schools in 
which many young men have prepared themselves for 
public and private positions, but, if it be true, as Major 
Halford declares, that the Americans have built on'y one 
structure in Manila for religious purposes since they took 
possession of the archipelago, the need of such an insti- 
tution as he proposes must be urgent indeed. 





To facilitate the work of recruiting men who are 
urgently needed for the Navy, the Department has adopted 
a method of advertising which is distinctly novel. It 
consists of a huge colored poster, the center of which js 
a striking picture of the battleship Kearsarge, together 
with a heroic figure of a jackie who appears to be a 
particularly well fed and contented sort of person. The 
accompanying text, printed in ostentatious red, tells all 
about ratings, pay and other things concerning the Ser- 
vice, and the whole is calculated to vive th, impression 
that the life of a sailor in the Navy is an exceedingly 
alluring and comfortable one—which, of course, is the 
fact. More than 150.000 of these immense posters have 
been distributed among the Navy recruiting stations 
throughout the country, and if they fail to bring in re- 
cruits by the drove it will not be the fault of the artist 
who designed them. The Navy Department is greatly 
in need of able-bodied seamen and is frank enough to 
say so in posters that are quite loud enough to be heard. 

Discussing the deterioration of steel from vibration, 
The Engineer states that the conclusions to which the 
work of the last few years appears to point, are that the 
deterioration of steel under vibration is less potent as a 
cause of fracture than the use of faulty material; that 
any deterioration that may occur is not likely to be due 
mainly to recrystallization in the cold during use, but is 
due to the gradual cleavage and breaking-up of the crys- 
tals already present with the production of minute flaws, 
and that the varieties of steel likely to undergo rapid 
deterioration under vibratory stresses, although they 
cannot be distinguished by the old methods of testing, 
will, it may be hoped, be ultimately recognized and re- 
jected by the use of the new tests which have not yet 
been generally accepted.

It is believed in British military circles that there is 
traffic in military secrets, not only at the War Office, but 
throughout military districts, staff clerks and others being 
paid to make known the contents of official documents 
which pass through their hands. 
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Commander Thomas ©. McLean, U.S.N., who, until re- 
lieved by Rear Admiral Silas Casey, on Sept. 30, was chief 
in command of our forces in Central America and on the 
Isthmus of Panama, had an interview with Governor 
Salazor of Panama on, Sept. 28, in which the purposes 
of the United States Government with respect to the re- 
public of Columbia were explained beyond all possibility 
of doubt or misunderstanding. Governor Salazor had 
previously protested against the landing of United States 
marines on the isthmus to maintain open transit over the 
Panama railroad, contending that the Colombian Gov- 
ernment had enough troops at its disposal to protect the 
lives and property of all foreigners within its jurisdic- 
tion, and to discharge all its obligations under existing 
treaties. He also stated that he would hold Commander 
McLean responsible for the acts of the marines already 
landed. In reply Commander McLean politely dissented 
from the statement that the Colombian Government was 
able to fulfill its obligations, and pointed out that the 
marines were only landed when they were actually needed 
to protect neutral interests, citing the fact that on Sept. 
24 300 insurgents attempted to seize a Colombian officer 
on a railway train and would have succeeded had it not 
been for the presence of American marines. To the con- 
tention that the landing of the marines amounted vir- 
tually to an attempt to usurp the sovereignty of Colom- 
bia, the commander responded that his conduct was 
strictly in pursuance of the treaty of 1846 under which 
“the United States guarantees positively and efficaciously 
to New Granada—now Colombia—the rights of sover- 
eignty and property which New Granada has and pos- 
sesses over the said territory.” The marines, he added, 
were on the isthmus solely in compliance with the further 
provision of the same treaty under which the United 
States “positively guarantees by the present stipulation, 
the perfect neutrality of the before mentioned isthmus, 
with the view that the free transit from the one to the 
other sea may not be interrupted or embarrassed in any 
future time while this treaty exists.” The effect of 
Commander Mclean’s frank and lucid explanation of the 
purposes of his Government has been altogether whole- 
some. Unofficial advices state that the Governor of Pan- 
ama is entirely satisfied, that there is no longer any ob- 
jection to the presence of the American marines and that 
open transit across the isthmus can be henceforth main- 
tained with little effort. This interview was virtually 
the end of Commander McLean’s part in the pending 
entanglement in Colombia, he having sailed for New 
York on Sept. 30, after having been relieved of the com- 
mand of the U.S.S. Cincinnati by Comdr. Newton E. 
Mason, U.S.N. His conduct throughout the whole affair 
has been marked by a degree of intelligence, alertness and 
sound judgment which distinguish him as a most capable 
officer.

In view of the disparity of opinion among various de- 
partment commanders of the Army with reference to the 
general effect of the abolition of beer selling at post can- 
teens, the public might as well be prepared for a renewal 
of the controversy over this perplexing question. When 
Army officers of discernment and experience hold directly 
opposite views on this matter, none but the opinionated 
civilian who thinks he knows it all will attempt to settle 
it off-hand. The reports of department commanders 
which we summarized last week nevertheless contain a 
fund of informaton relating to the canteen question which 
no unprejudiced investigator of the subject can afford to 
ignore. What is really needed in the discussion of the 
matter is more light and less heat. Let it be taken for 
granted that both the advocates and the opponents of 
the. canteen are absolutely sincere in their conflicting 
opinions; let it be kept in mind that the enlisted man 
of, the Army is neither a saint nor a pervert, but a plain, 
ordinary mortal. who logically has as much right to ob- 
tain a bottle of beer on a military reservation as a mem- 
ber of Congress has to buy a bottle of wine in the capital 
at Washington—and a discussion conducted on this high 
ground of fairness and mutual respect will lead to a cor- 
rect conclusion. We do not believe that the opponents 
of the canteen seek to deprive the soldier of any privilege 
which he may safely enjoy, any more than we believe that 
the canteen is a nursery for the propagation of drunkards. 
Both sides are animated by the worthiest of motives. 
But they differ on questions of fact. The truth is all 
that is needed to effect an honorable adjustment of the 
whole matter—and as we remarked in the beginning, the 
search for truth requires light, not heat.

In notifying the Government at Washington of his 
desire for the withdrawal of the few United States troops 
still remaining in Cuba, President Palma, of the Cuban 
Tepublic, has taken a step which the real friends of his 
administration will regard with profound solicitude. The 
American forces now in Cuba consist of eight companies 
of Coast Artillery—four at Havana, two at Santiago and 
two at Cienfuegos—and the War Department has defi- 
nitely stated that it does not intend to increase them. 
The idea that the presence of these troops in the island 
is a menace to the Cuban Government, or prejudical to 
the interests of the Cuban people, is stuff and nonsense. 
These eight companies are kept in Cuba, partly to guard 
important forts and other public works until the Cuban 
Government develops a military organization capable of 
taking care of them, and partly to assist in carrving out 
the arrangement whereby the United States Navy is to 
establish naval stations at various points on the Cuban 
coast. These troops are attending strictly to their mili- 
tary duties, exercising no authority except in their own 
reservations and taking no part whatever in civil or po- 
litical affairs. ‘They are under the command of officers 


of wide experience and high character, whose influence is 
a constant force in behalf of peace and order. The very 
presence of these troops has contributed greatly to the 
stability of President Palma’s administration, and their 
withdrawal would expose it to an immediate attack from 
powerful enemies, who are resolved upon its overthrow. 
Whether Mr. Palma’s request for the withdrawal of these 
troops is based upon an honest belief that their presence 
is prejudicial to Cuban interests, or prompted by a desire 
to win the favor of his political opponents, is a matter 
of conjecture. One thing, however, is reasonably certain, 
and that is that so long as prevailing conditions exist, 
those troops will remain where they are. Moreover, 
President Palma should understand that the question as 
to the time for their withdrawal is one that will be settled 
in Washington, not in Havana.

After further deliberation the “anti-imperialist” hor- 
ror hunters have decided that the responsibility for the 
alleged atrocities in the Philippines rests not upon the 
Army, as they have all along declared, nur upon the 
President as an accessory before the fact, but upon the 
Secretary of War, and they are therefore resolved that 
he shall pay the penalty. They base this conclusion upon 
the fact that Secretary Root, in the course of a recent 
speech at Peoria, Ill.,had the audacity to deny their in- 
famous accusations against the Army, and to intimate 
in a delicate manner that the accusers were a pack of 
malicious slanderers. That settled Mr. Root’s fate so far 
as the “dnti-imperialists” are concerned, and we infer 
from their recent utterances that they hold him person- 
ally responsible for everything that has haprened to the 
Filipinos, including chicken-pox and ingrowing nails. We 
refuse, however, to sympathize with Mr. Root. He doesn’t 
need sympathy. On the contrary,he is to be congratula- 
ted upon his new and honorable distinction. For the fact 
that he has achieved the violent displeasure of the “anti- 
imperialist” whiners stamps him as an official who has 
the intelligence to understand and the courage to perform 
his duty regardless of the vaporings of mal-contents and 
back-biters. We hope that the Secretary will treat this 
attack upon him with the silent contempt it deserves.

Col. Charles Smart, Medical Department, U.S.A., who 
has been appointed to duty as Chief Surgeon of the 
Division of the Philippines, will make a special study of 
the cholera situation in the islands, and his skill in bac- 
teriology and sanitary science can hardly fail of useful 
results. There is reason to believe that health conditions 
in some parts of the archipelago have become seriously 
impaired since the administration of affairs was trans- 
ferred from the military to the civil authorities. Under 
the new order of things there is a lessened vigilance in 
the enforcement of sanitary regulations, increased diffi- 
culty in compelling affected natives to submit to medical 
treatment, and a growing indifference to the laws of hy- 
giene—all of which the Army surgeons in the islands 
naturally regard with apprehension. The investigation 
to be instituted by Colonel Smart will be conducted under 
the auspices of the Army, but he will have the co-opera- 
tion of the civil administration, and the results will show 
to what extent the admirable sanitary system established 
by the military authorities has been weakened by the 
transfer of control to civilian officials. All available 
information supports the impression that the results 
following the change have been unfortunate.

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Major William C. Gorgas, Medical Department, U.S.A., 
whose work in the eradication of yellow fever from Ha- 
vana was one of the unique achievements of the United 
States military administration of Cuba, and who, since 
the inauguration of civil government in the island has 
remained there to experiment in the destruction of mos- 
quitoes by which the fever germs are transmitted, returned 
to the United States on Sept. 30. His recent experiments 
have been with the use of kerosene in destroying the 
larvae of the insects, but this, he is quoted as saying, 
is not satisfactory except in still water in pools or ves- 
sels. The permanent security of Havana against yellow 
fever, he adds, is to be gained only through the construc- 
tion of an extensive system of modern sewers, and in 
this he reflects the opinion of all intelligent observers 
who have studied sanitary conditions in that city. Ha- 
vana is at present as healthy as any American city of 
equal population. This condition is an inheritance from 
the United States Army—an inheritance to preserve 
which the new Cuban Government could well afford to 
devote vastly more energy than it seems disposed to give.

Secretary Root’s denial of a widely circulated report 
to the effect that he was about to retire from the Cabinet 
will be read with keen satisfaction by all who are cog- 
nizant of his efficient and progressive administration 
of the War Department. There can be no doubt that 
Mr. Root’s acceptance of the portfolio involved a large 
sacrifice of private income, besides subjecting him tp heavy 
official burdens of peculiarly trying character, but in re- 
turn for this he has become honorably identified with 
some of the most important events in the recent history 
of our military establishment and distinguished himself 
as an executive officer of the first order of ability. It is 
one of the vicissitudes of our institutions that no man 
properly qualified for a seat in the Cabinet can accept 
it save by impairing his personal interests, and there 
could be no stronger proof of Mr. Root’s patriotic devo- 
tion to duty than the fact that he has faithfully served 
the Government for a long period under conditions which 
have involved large pecuniary sacrifices. The assurance 
that he will continue to do so is that of a high-minded

American patriot whose work has already placed his 
countrymen under a lasting obligation. 





Three American gunners, George B. Parker, H. [. 
Gooding and George Cross, who have entered the Service 
of the Government of Columbia,. gaye an exhibition of 
their skill on Sept. 27, which doubtless convinced the 
observers that they fully understand their business. They 
were on board a gunboat bearing Goyernor Salazar’s 
reply to a peace proposal from General Herrera, the in- 
surgent commander, and although the vessel bore a white 
flag she was fired upon by the rebels as she approached 
their landing place, and would have been destroyed if the 
fire had been properly: directed. There were two six- 
pound guns on the Government ship and the American 
gunners used them so promptly and effectively that in ten 
or fifteen minutes the shore fire was silenced and the 
rebels had fled, leaving their camp looking like a fine 
imitation of chaos. This interesting exhibition of plain 
and fancy target practice by the American gunners de- 
lighted the Colombian officials, and the new-comers are 
naturally regarded as fighters who know all the. tricks 
of the trade.

Rear Admiral Robley D, Evans, U.S8.N., second in 
command on the Asiatic Station, has transferred his flag 
from the battleship Kentucky to the gunboat Helena and 
started with that vessel to Ichang, which lies on the 
great Yangtse River in China more than 800 miles from 
its mouth, to investigate the recent rumors of another 
Boxer uprising. Ichang is in the province of Hupeh, 
and is the highest point on the river that .can be reached 
by vessels of the Helena’s draft. The Boxer outbreak 
is said to have occurred in the province of Chuen, which 
lies about 100 miles to the westward, and the dinvesti- 
gation undertaken by Admiral Evans will require a dif- 
ficult expedition from his base at Ichang. This, it is 
believed, is the farthest point inland in China that has 
ever been visited by a ship of the United States Navy. 
and the incident is suggestive of the increase of Amer- 
ican influence in the Orient. ‘ 


The report that the scarcity of coal resulting from the 
coal strikes might seriously interfere with the proposed 
naval maneuvers in the Caribbean Sea is happily without 
foundation. This statement is made on the authority 
of Rear Admiral Royal B. Bradford, Chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment of the Navy Department, who long ago 
foresaw the probability of a strike and promptly took 
measures to provide for theemergency which has since 
arisen. Thanks to good’ judgment, the Navy there- 
fore has at its command about 100,000 tons of coal dis- 
tributed among various yards and stations, all of which 
was obtained at exceedingly low prices. Moreover, Ad- 
miral Bradford holds contracts with coal dealers’ which 
bind the latter to deliver additiénat supplies as needodt 
at the same rate. This information was submitted in 
reply to an inquiry from the General Board as to whether 
the fuel question would interfere with the maneuvers. 

So earnest is the movement in England for reform in 
the training of young officers for the British army, that 
the Government has actually ordered that henceforth beer 
shall be the only alcoholic beverage permitted at the 
cadets’ mess at the Royal Military College at Sandhurst, 
Champagne and claret cup and other similar drinks here- 
tofore allowed are prohibited. Another sumptuary edict 
forbids the use of carpets in the military students’ rooms. 
This information, which we gather from the Hampshire 
Telegraph and Naval Chronicle, is interesting chiefly as 
suggesting the conditions which have hitherto prevailed 
at Sandhurst. The cadets at the institution appear to 
have been able to acquire any sort of spirit, military or 
otherwise.

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Mabina, who stood next to Aguinaldo in the leadership 
of the Philippine insurrection, and who is now detained 
in the Island of Guam, refuses to take the oath of alle- 
giance to the United States, and will consequently be kept 
where he is until he changes his mind. The other Fili- 
pino prisoners who were sent to Guam have taken the 
oath and been sent back to their homes. Meanwhile, it 
is interesting to observe that his former chieftain, Agui- 
naido, having taken the oath of allegiance, is living com- 
fortably in Manila, attending receptions given by Gov- 
ernor Taft and their civilian officials and suffering various 
other terrors of American tyranny.

The French Battalion of Saharan Rifles and the 
Squadron of Saharan Spahis were disbanded on Sept. 1.

Bids for the construction of the battleship Louisiana, 
authorized by the last naval appropriation act,. were 
opened at the Navy Department on Oct. 1. The New- 
port News Shipbiulding Company bid $3,990,000 and this 
bid was accepted, ‘the vessel to be completed in 41 
months. The other bids were: William Cramp & 
Sens, $4,114,500, in forty-two months; Union Iron Works 
of San Francisco, $4,150,000, in forty-two months; New 
York Shipbuilding Company, $4,040,000, in forty months, - 
and the Fore River Shipbuilding Company, $4,087,000, 
in forty months. The cost of the construction of this 
vessel is of the greatest importance in view of the fact 
that under the law authorizing the two battle- 
ships, the Connecticut, .which..is to be built at a 
Government navy yard, and the Louisiana, a com- 
parison in the cost of the two ships will be 
made for future reference in the matter of deter- 
mining the advisability of building vessels at Government 
yards.

Brigadier General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance of the 
Army, is now preparing his first annual report to the 
Secretary of War.

Work is 
to begin in the near future upon the new $25,000 labora- 
tory for ordnance tests at Sandy Hook, N.J. Major 
Chas.

An important arrangement looking to the improve- 
ment of the Signal Service of the Army has been made 
by the War Department in the purchase of a tract of 


: sixty acres of land in Loudon county, Virginia, on which 


the projected school of instruction for the Signal Corps 
will be erected. ‘The site thus obtained is a knob on 
the summit of Blue Ridge, sixty miles from Washing- 
ton; and has an elevation of 2,900 feet above that city. 
With a glass of ordinary power the Washington monu- 
ment is plainly visible, thus affording excellent opportuni- 
ties for drilling students in the use of the signal code 
between the two points. Brigadier General Greely is 
erecting temporary buildings and installing instruments 


‘on the new site,-and the school will be made readv for 


work as speedily as possible. Next year these temporary 
quarters will be replaced with a fine granite structure, 
fitted with all appliances required for the instruction 
of students assigned to the Signal Service. The results 
of experiments ‘in wireless telegraphy between this new 


- school and Washington will be awaited with lively in- 


terest. Natural conditions are such as to warrant the 
expectation of valuable achievements in this new method 
of signailing.

Lieut. Comdr. John R. Edwards, of the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering of the Navy Department, who is noted 
as an expert student of marine propulsion, gives it as his 
opinion, after a careful study of submarine boats, that 
craft of that class should be propelled by electricity. “I 





believe it would be possible,” he is quoted as saying, “to . 


build submarine torpedo boats sufficiently large to ac- 
commodate batteries which would give a radius of action 
of several hundred miles. The boats now being con- 
structed for the Navy are about 120 tons, and I see no 


’ reason why they should not be built of 200 or more tons 


displacement. Of course, the operation of submarine 


boats by storage batteries exclusively would be a very . 


expensive matter, as the batteries are the most expensive 
feature of the boats. Those in the Holland cost at least 
$25,000, and larger ones would be proportionetely ex- 
pensive. However, with so many electricians and in- 
ventors who are seeking to solve the problem of lightening 
the batteries while increasing their capacity, I think be- 
fore many years electricty alone will be used.” 











The Secretary of the Navy announced this week that 
it had been definitely decided to organize a permanent 
West Indian fleet to be a part of the North Atlantic 
Squadron. The actual organization of the fleet will not 
be made until after the end of the winter manéuvers, but 
then about five vessels will be permanently detached from. 
the North Atlantic Squadron for service in West Indian 
waters. The Olympia is to be the first flagship of 
the West Indian. fleet and Rear Admiral Joseph B. Cogh- 
lan is to be its first flag officer. Of course, Admiral Cogh- 
lan and his fleet are to be but a part of the North Atlantic 
Station and will be under the command of Admiral Hig- - 
ginson, but the fleet will not do service outside of the 
Caribbean and waters adjacent to the West Indies. The 
many recent political disturbances in Central America 
and in the islands of the West Indies have made it neces- 
sary that a fleet of the character decided upon be estab- 
lished.

Secretary Moody will ask Congress next session for an 
increase of 8,000 men'in the enlisted force of the Navy, 
and will, as we have already remarked upon several oc- 
casions, make an exceedingly strong recommendation for 
a large increase in the number of officers of the junior 
grades. This will be endorsed by the President in his 
message to Congress at its opening in December. The 
Secretary thinks that an increase of 3,000 men in the en- 
listed strength will suffice for the present, but that 
further increases will have to be made each year with the 
growth of the Navy. The Bureau of Navigation is 
strongly of the opinion that the peace strength of the 
Navy should not be less than 40,000 men. It is believed 
by the enlisted officers at the Bureau that there will be 
no difficulty in obtaining the necessary men this fall to 
bring the enlisted strength of the Navy up to the maxi- 
mum of 25,000 allowed by law. 

The announcement that a controlling interest in the 
New York Mail and Dxpress has been acquired by Mr.

As the 
condition of Army service during the past four years 
has made systematical target practice almost impossible 
at many of the stations it is considered that this is not 
only a very creditable performance for the men but 
also good cause for satisfaction in the gun with which 
our troops are armed. In other words, it is assumed that 
with less time for target practice and equally good 
scores as heretofore, the accuracy of the rifle must be 
considerably greater than that of the gun formerly in 
the hands of the troops.

Electric lighting has been introduced in 
the buildings and along all of the streets at the post. 
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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Active operations against the hostile Moros in the 
lake region of the Island of Mindanao were resumed on 
the 28th. On that day the American forces, under com- 
mand of Capt. John J. Pershing, 15th U.S. Cav., who 
had fallen back to Camp Vicars after an unsuccessful 
attack upon the Maciu forts on Sept. 23, again advanced 
upon the same objective. After a series of lively skir- 
mishes on Sept. 29 and 30, the hostiles retired into six 
forts on the shores of Lake Lanao, which had been con- 
siderably strengthened since the former attack. As 
Captain Pershing’s troops approached the forts on Sept. 
30 the enemy opened on them with a brass cannon and 
rifle fire. The fire was returned by the 25th Field 
Battery, Capt. William S. McNair, U.S.A., command- 
ing, killing twenty of the Moros. A detachment of 
Engineers, under command of Capt. Jay J. Morrow, 
U.S.A., constructed a trail across a swamp, flanking the 
Moros’ position, and Captain Pershing’s column 
over, destroying three of the enemy’s forts. The long- 
range artillery fire of the Americans is terrifying to the 
Moros and obviates the necessity of storming their posi- 
tions. Captain Pershing has orders to destroy. the 
enemy’s forts. The Sultan of Butig, three of whose forts 
were destroyed by three companies of the 10th U.S. In- 
fantry, Capt. Eli A. Helmick commanding, on Sept. 28, 
was taken prisoner on the day following, but was re- 
leased’ on his promise to co-operate with the American 
forces. He su uently provided them with horses for 
a movement against the Sultan of Maciu. The latter 
regards his position as impregnable and has again re- 
fused to negotiate with Captain Pershing. The Sultan 
has plenty of stolen arms and is eager for war, but Cap- 
tain Pershing is confident of capturing his forts without 
serious loss. Thus far tne Americans have suffered no 
casualties. Brig. Gen. Samuel S. Sumner, U.S.A., 
commanding in Mindanao, received a visit from the Sul- 
tan of Marapiu, one of the most intelligent of the Moro 
leaders, at Camp Vicars on Sept. 27. e Sultan prom- 
ised to remain peaceful, and volunteered to visit the 
Moros north of the lake and tell them of the futility of 
fighting against so many men and guns. The Sultan 
of Ari has fled tc the aay Mountains, but Captain 
Pershing expects to capture him. General Sumner has 
sent the sultans a letter, warning them against shooting 
Americans and advising them to be friendly. The Gen- 
eral also directed Captain Pershing not to attack the na- 
tives or destroy property unless the sultans insist on 
being hostile. General Sumner states that there is no 
general war or uprising, and that it is not likely that 
there will be. 

The cholera situation in the islands is exceedingly 
grave, it being estimated that since the outbreak of the 
present epidemic there have been 100. cases and 48,- 
000 deaths. The disease is especially virulent in Samar, 
many towns in that island having been half depopulated. 
In many instances the survivors have fled, leaving their 
dead unburied. The province of Iloilo, Island of Panay, 
is also suffering a dreadful scourge, 5,124 cases and 
2,740 deaths being reported up to Sept. 30. The re- 
turns from all provinces reported 5,390 cases and 3,091 
deaths on Sept. 29. The civil authorities are sending 
additional physicians into the provinces where the 
disease is most virulent. In Manila, where the lessons 
of cleanliness and hygiene taught by the Medical De- 
partment of the Army during the military administra- 
tion are still remembered, the situation is not regarded 
as serious. The Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War 
Department has published the renort of the quarantine 
officers of the Philippines, describing the efforts which 
have been made to eradicate cholera. This report, 
after declaring that the U.S. quarantine stations in the 
archipelago are the best in the Orient, adds: “We wish 
to state as pertinent to the manner in which cholera 
was introduced into Manila, that this city is the at- 
est vegetable market in the Orient, since nothing of this 
nature is produced in the Philippines and everything 
is imported. ‘Nearly all these vegetable come from China. 
The Chinese method of fertilizing plants is such as to 
open the door to the transmission of a disease like chol- 
era if it has prevailed in the territory in which they have 
been grown.” 

The U.S.A. transport Sheridan, which landed at Ma- 
nila on Sept. 26, stopped at the Island of Guam en 
route and took with her thirty-five political prisoners 
who took the oath of allegiance to the United States. 
Mabini, the former president of the Filipino Supreme 
Court and Filipino minister of foreign affairs, refused to 
take the oath and was kept prisoner at Guam. No de- 
cision has been arrived at regarding Mabini, but he will 
probably be left at Guam indefinitely. 

Governor Taft, of the Philippines, gave a reception 
on Sept. 30 in honor of Hon. Luke E. Wright, vice- 
governor, on the eve of the latter’s departure for the 
United States. Three thousand persons were present, 
including Aguinaldo and the Filipinos who were exiled 
to the Island of Guam, and were brought back on the 
transport Sheridan. Aguinaldo was very reserved and 
sought a darkened part of the veranda where he would 
attract the least attention. As a matter of fact. how- 
ever, he was the center of the greatest curiosity to the 
Americans, especially the women, who crowded about 
the place he occupied. 

President Roosevelt has signed the order providing 
for the taking of a census of the Philippines in accord- 
ance with the terms of the Philippine act passed at the 
last session of Congress, and upon the certificate of the 
Philippine Commission that the insurrection has been 
suppressed. 

Mail advices from Manila state that the Katipunan, 
the society which is secretly pledged to oppose American 
sovereignty, is again active and that General Guillermo, 
one of the most prominent insurgent leaders, is still in 
the field at its head. The Army, the constabulary and 
the secret service are combined in an effort to suppress 
the society, and over 100 arrests have been made, with 
more in prospect.

. Scattered over Samar and Southern Luzon, the 
various companies of the regiment have been busy trim- 
wing the “‘white man’s burden” into shape for handling, 
and fighting with insurgents who, when cornered, wo d 
throw away their arms and under the guise of “amigos 

beg for rations of rice, only to begin shooting again when 
the men’s were turned. The companies “hiked 

thousands of miles, engaged in hundreds of skirmishes 
and battles, lost officers and men from bullet and bolo 
wounds, and yet, thongh in many cholera-infected dis- 
tricts, had a clean bill of health as far as contagious or 
infectious diseases were concerned. Some of the en- 
counters were fought with the men waist deep in water, 
some in the tropic jungle, but it was ever “hike” and fight 
all through their period of service. To the Fifte2nth 
Infantry, and not to the Sixth Cavalry, it is claimed, 
is due the credit for bringing the insurgent chief, Belar- 
mino, to terms, for with Wray’s scouts and companies of 
the Twenty-sixth Infantry they hounded the old in- 
surgent so persistently that at last he walked into the 
headquarters of Colonel Wint of the Sixth Cavalry and 
surrendered. ; 

Colonel Henry C. Ward, formerly Lieutenant-Colonel 
of the Seventeenth Infantry, is in co of the regi- 
ment, and returns from a service of three years in the 
Philippines, where he has fought from Aparri, the ex- 
treme northern province of zon, to the Island of 
Bongao, at the southern extremity of the group. He 
has been wounded in several engagements with the in- 
surgents, and is the only colonel in the Philippine war 
who has survived his wounds. 
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GENERAL BURT PRAISES NEGRO SOLDIERS. 


The Indianapolis, Ind., Freeman of September 20, re- 
ports that Brig. Gen. A. S. Burt, U.S.A., made a most 
happy speech on the occasion of the visit of Govenor 
Yates to the Middle States and Mississippi Valley Ex- 


position. He said in part: 

“Mr. Director General, Honorable Committee, ladies 
and gentlemen:—I am exceedingly proud of the honor 
conferred upon me this oe | in being your guest with 
the war governor’s son of Illinois, and your governor 
now. I am decidedly interested in this le, because for 
a decade I had the extreme pleasure being the colonel 
of as loyal, as gallant and as brave a regiment as the 
world ever knew. It is a fact that an inspector said in 
his official report about our regiment: “That is the finest 
body of soldiers I have seen in the United States Army. 
Oftimes my fellow countrymen ask me if the colored 
soldiers will fight. Why. man alive! They will fight. 
Fight? I tell it to all who ask that they will fight. 
They will charge into hell and fight their way out again! 
I do not recall a single place of many where the 25th 
Infantry (my regiment) has been stationed on the islands 
whose inhabitants have not been sincerely sorry when we 
have been ordered to leave their towns. This is also true 
of your stations in the states for that matter. Do you 
know that a regiment of black soldiers from Hayti in the 
Revolutionary War of our country fought and saved the 
day from the British? A brigade of white soldiers were 
repulsed and the regiment from Hayti of black soldiers 
saved them being killed:: It has been said that black 
soldiers will not follow black officers. I recall an in- 
stance when a white régiment charged a precipice and 
were repulsed; the black regiment charged and all their 
officers having been killed, were driven to the foot of the 
hill, where they reorganized, charged again and carried 
the day! 

“You ask me will they fight? Why I tell you they are 
all fighters. (Cheers.) I could go on and mention number- 
less instances where they have shown their ability along 
this line. I could give you a hundred names of gallant 
and brave soldiers of the 25th Infantry. I have been 
asked to give a few instances: Speaking briefly, 
Regimental Commissary Sergeant Green, who bears the 
sobriquet of ‘Mickety’ Green, a man of great gallantry, 
displayed great courage when attacked by Filipinos. 
He alone saved the life of a wounded man. Sergeant 
George S. Thompson, of the band, has as much nerve 
and gallantry as any soldier I have ever known in 7 
long experience. Sergeant Baskerville, Ist Sergt., Co. H, 
2hith Infantry, is as fine a specimen of manhood as we 
found in any race, intelligent, brave and absolutely 
trustworthy. 

“We had the best band in the Phillippines; we also 
had the best baseball team. (Prolonged applause.) 
When we had a certain great game every moth- 
er’s son hit the ball. (Repeated applause.) Of 
individual bravery I could interest you with name and 
incidents for hours. Sergt. Butler, of the 25th Infantry, 
captured the flag at El Caney and was made an officer 
in.the 49th Infantry for gallantry while in the Philipp- 
ines. He also received two complimentary regimental 
orders for gallantry on two occasions for success when 
he was commanding officer. As for marksmanship, dis- 
cipline and loyalty there can be found none to excel our 
gallant soldiers of the 25th Infantry.”

Emperor William, he added, has ideas and is able to 
carry them out to the letter. . 

The English and American armies suffer through a 
division of authority, he said.

SURMOUNTING ASCENTS BY WATER. 


A report by Lieut. Col. C. W.: Raymond, Engineer 
Corps, U.S.A., on “Surmounting of Great Ascents,” pre 
sented before the International Navigation Congress at 
Dusseldorf in the present year, has now been issued in 
pamphlet form as a part of the proceedings of the Con- 
gress. During recent years a number of projects for

Those which have 
been employed in practice are the ordinary canal lock, 
inclined planes and mechanical lifts acting vertically. 
In many cases, the employment of inclined planes and ver- 
tical lifts to overcome large differences of level will result 
in a saving time and water, but they have not yet been 
practically applied to the service of vessels of large draft. 

For large waterways which are to be naviga by ves 
sels of great weight and volume, the ordinary Jock has the 
important advantages of cheapness, safety and simplicity, 
especially when the lift is not excessive, and it ig the only 
arrangement for such waterways that has been tested in 
actual practice.

Lieut. Commander William V. Bronaugh, U. 8. N., 
committed suicide in his quarters on the U.S.S. Kear- 
sarge, at the navy yard, NY., Sept. 30, by shooting 
himself with a revolver. It is believed that his mind 
became unbalanced from overwork, and his responsibil- 
ities during the recent maneuvers, at which time he was 
navigating officer of the Massachusetts. He was on 
duty night and day. He worried a great deal, it is said, 
over the risks he was obliged to take with his ship in 
navigating strange channels, and was constantly poring 
over charts and instruments. After it was over he was 
physically exhausted and since had been troubled with 
malarial fever. He complained during the vast week 
of sudden spasms of pain over his heart, and at his 
wife’s request he had intended to apply for a_ short 
leave of absence and obtain much-needed rest.. He ap- 
peared cheerful however on the day of his death, and 
as executive officer of the Kearsage he was prosecuting 
his duties in a vigorous manner. A few minutes be- 
fore noon he stopped on the deck to chat with several 
fellow officers. Then he went to his room, remarking 
that he would prepare for luncheon. Five minvtes later 
the report of a revolver was heard, and upon investig- 
ation, Lieut. Commander Bronaugh was found in his 
cabin lying on the floor in a pool of blood. Medical 
Inspector W. A. McClurg, surgeon, was quickly on the 
spot, and found him dead. ‘The deceased officer Jeaves 
a wife and daughter, who are at present residing in 
Brooklyn, N. Y. Lieutenant Commander Bronangh was 
born in Kentucky, and entered the Naval Academy 
from there in 1873, graduating in June, 1879. He served 
on various vessels in the Navy. and was inspector of 
steel for new cruisers in 1888. He was promoted 
Lieutenant Commander in July, 1900. This is the 
third suicide of commissoned officers of the Navy ‘witb- 
in a month. Chaplin William F. Morrison committed 
suicide in the Naval Hospital at Chelsea, Mass.. and 
Tieutenant John Morris took his life aboard the 
Olympia at Boston.

DEATH OF ADMIRAL JOURTT. 


Rear Admiral James HB. Jouett, a distinguished and 
gallant officer of the old Navy, died at his home, the 
Anchorage, near Sandy Springs, Md., on the night of 
Oct. 1. He was 74 years of age, and had been ill some 
10 days before his death. There were present with 
him when the end came Miss Dorrance, daughter of 
the late Paymaster Dorrance, of the Navy, Mrs. Burns, 
sister Of Mrs. Jouett, and Col. J.. M. Morgan, a life- 
long friend. ai 

Mrs, Jouett, formerly Miss Galana Stockett, whom 
he married in. Howard county, Md., in 1852, and his 
only son, James Stockett Jouett, who is about 45 rs 
old, had beén summoned from the Admiral’s r 
home at Orlando, Fla., but..did not, arrive before the 
end came, =) 6 

\dmiral Jouett was. born in Kentucky, Feb. 27, 1828, 
and was appointed to the Naval Academy from that 
State, as a midshipman, Sept. 10, 1841. He saw ser- 
vice in the Mexican War, and the Paraguay expedition 
as a midshipman, and was graduated from the academy 
in 1847. ‘The outbreak. of the War of the Rebellion, 
found him a lieutenant of the frigate Santee, where he 
immediately became conspicuous by conducting a haz- 
ardous boat, expedition against the Confederate war 
vessel Royal Yacht, off Galveston, and capturing that 
vessel by. boarding and destroying her. In this én- 
counter he received a severe pike wound in the arm 
and side, was complimented in general orders by the 
flag officer of the squadron, Commodore McKean, and 
was ordered by the Secretary of the Navy, who ex- 
pressed the Department’s appreciation of his “daring 
and suecessful exploit,” to. proceed to Washington, so 
that he might “be given a command worthy of -his 
gallantry.”. As lieutenant commander in command: of 
the wooden sidewheeled gunboat Metacomet, he gained 
the highest encomiums fromj.Farragut and the country 
for his intrepidity in the forcing of the forts at Mobile 
tay. His ,little vessel. was Jashed for ,protection. to the 
side of Farragut’s flagship, the H: but was de- 
tached in the heat. of the action, and performed ser- 
vices whieh were referred to in Farragut’s official re- 
port as follows® , : 

“Finding myself raked: by the rebel gunboats, I or- 
dered. the Metacomet to cast off and, go in pursuit of 
them, one of which, the Selma, she,..succeeded jn cap- 
turing. Captain Jouett was after her in a moment, and 
in an-hour’s time. he had her ag his prize... ., 

“Lieutenant Commander Jonett’s conduct during the 
whole affair commands my warmest commendation. 
The Morgan and the Gaines sucéeeded in escaping, un- 
der the protection of the guns of Fort Morgan, which 
would have been prevented had the other gunboats. been 

prompt in their movements as the Metacomet. .. . 
Our Tittle consort, the Metacomet, was under by im- 
mediate eye during the whole of the action up to the 
moment T ordered her to cast off in pursuit of the 
Selma. The coolness and promptness of Lient. Comdr. 
Jovett throughont ‘merit hich praise, his whole conduct 
was worthy of his reputation.” 

It was in this chase by the Metacomet that Jouett 
ealled the leadsmen from the chains because reports 
showed bottom barely a foot under the vessel’s keel, 
which, Jouett declared, was caleulated to Jemoralize 
Lim, and he was not. going to abandon the pursuit. 
wherever it might land him. 

In more recent times the admiral received unstinte! 
reaise from the Navy Department and won wide popu- 
lar applause bv his prompt, firm and indicious course 
while commanding the home ‘fleet in 1885 on the Isth- 
mus of Panama. The most serious revolution that ever 
occurred there ended through his interposition, -and in 
the absence of ‘definite instructions he prevented great 
ostruetion of life and property, established free transi+ 
by railroad and restored order. 

Admiral Jouett was retired in February. 1890, and 
by act of Congress received the full pay of his grade. 
as a reward for his distinguished services. His grand- 
father received a sword: from Virginia and a compli- 
mentary vote from Congress, and his father was a 
celebrated artist of post-Revolution days, Matthew Har- 
ris Jouett. The funeral, with full naval honors, took 
place Friday morning, Oct. 3, at the home of Admiral 
lonett’s life-lone friend, Col. J. M. Morgan, No. 1735 
oth street, N Washington. D.C. Burial was in 
Arlington. The honorary pallbearere were Admiral 
‘ceorge Dewey, Rear Admiral H. C. Taylor. Rear 
Admiral Philip Hichborn, Rear. Admiral A. E. K. Ren- 
ham, Dr. Richard A. Dean, Senator J. C. S. Blackburn 
and Col. J. M. Morgan.

DISMISSAL OF CAPTAIN NEUMANN. 
G. ©. M. O. No, 117: , 
Navy Department, Washington, June 30, 1902. 

1. Before a general court-martial conyened at the 
Navy Yard, Pensacola, Fla., April 22, 1902, and of 
U.8.M.C., was president, 
and Capt. Henry Leonard, U.S. Marine Corps, 
jndge advocate, was arraigtied and tried Capt. Bertram 
S..Nenmann, U.S.M.C. 

Charge I: Scandalous conduct tending to the des- 
truction of good morals. Charge II: ae So | the 
lawful orders of his superior officer. Charge III: False- 
hood: Charge IV: Conduct to the prejudice of ‘good 
order and discipline. There are eight specifications 
under the first charge, one under the second, two un- 
der the third and one under the fourth charge. They 
allege, as amended by the findings, that the accused with- 
héld the following sums from various contracts from 
the amounts intrusted to him for their payment, viz. 
from Ben Dolphin of Washington, an amount undeter- 
minable; from Thomas C: Watson and Company of 
Washington, $268.47; from J. H. Benton, of Washington, 
$23.25, also that he failed to pay the following items of 
personal indebtedness: to Hen Dolphin, $90; to Johnson 
S: Bell & Sons, $130.05; to Sol Cohn & Co., $122.50; 
to W. J. & B. Forbes, $28.40. The accused was further 
charged with withholding from his successor in the office 
of Post Treasurer at the Mariue Barracks, Pensacola, 
his books of accounts and wilfully disobeying an order 
from the Commandant of the Marme Corps to forward 
the company fund books to his office. He is finally 
charged with falsehood in stating that he had settled 
all accounts against the Barracks; that there were no 
debts outstanding, chargeable to the Company fund and 
that he had answered the telegram from General Hey- 
wood ordering him to send his books to headquarters. 

The acew was found guilty of all the charges and 
of the specifications, as amended in unimportant partic- 
ulars. 2 

The court thereupon sentenced the said Capt. Bertram 
S. Neumann, U.S.M.C., “to be dismissed from said 
Marine Corps .and from the Naval service of the United 
States.” After the sentence there was added a recom- 
mendation to clemency, signed by all the members of 
the court, as follows: ‘In consideration of the excel- 
lent professional record of the accused, as evidenced by 
reports of fitness exhibited during the trial, his evident 
mental condition, which is the opinion of the under- 
signed incapacitated him for a proper appreciation of 
his res ibilities and obligations, which condition uas 
probably existed for a long time, we, the members of 
the court, unanimously recommend him, the said Capt. 
Bertram 8S. Neumann, United States Marine Corps, tu 
the clemency of the revising power. .

“It Is also noted that the jridge advocate (record page, 
320) in the course of his argument adverted to the fact 
that the accused did not take the stand and testify. in 
explanation of certain matters develo by the tesi- 
mony. Such commént was not proper, it being the right 
of the accused to determine for himself the question 


*whettier he should or should not take the stand in his 


own behalf. 
“It is my practice to ask favorable consideration of a 


ufanimous recommendation to clemency by courts-mar- 
tial, but in this instance I can not do so for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

“1. The two grounds upon which the recommendation 
is based are neither logical nor consistent. After find- 
ing the accused guilty of scandalous conduct in failing 
to meet his financial obligations and of irregularities of 
a serions nature in dealing with the company funds; of 
the attempt to conceal the evidence of these irregulari- 
ties Sy failure to produce or satisfactorily account for 
the books containing the record thereof; of disobedience 
ef orders; and of falsehood in connection with the same 
matters, it does not seem reasonable to recommend him 
to clemency for the reason that he has a good profes- 
sional record in the service. These are moral, not pro- 
fessional, disqualifications for the holding of a commis- 
sion. The protessional abilities of this officer were not 
before the court for determination; but conceding them 
to be of the highest, they could not place him in a posi- 
tion of exemption from the consequences of misdeeds. 
An officer with a good professional record is quite as 
much pound to observe the financial and moral obliga- 
tions resting upon him as is one with an indifferent pro- 
fessional record. Incidentally it doee not appear that 
Capt. Neumann’s record is pre-eminently or exceptional- 
Is gooc, 

‘2. The first ground upon which clemency is recom- 
mended is, to my mind, inconsistent with the second. 
The iatter is ‘his evident mental condition, which in 
the opinion of the undersigned inca itated him for a 
proper appreciatior of his respcnsibflities and obligations, 
which condition has prebably existed for a long time.’ 
I can not believe that a man whose mrnd is in such a 
shattered conditicn that he can not properly appreciate 
financial or moral responsibilities is nevertheless - able 
to make 2a good professional record tn the naval service. 

“3. With cespect to Capt. Neumann's mental condition, 
I find nothing in the record of the court-martial, and I 
have no information from any source on the subject 
showing fhat be is svcffering from mental trouble in any 
greater degree than was to be expected in the case of an 
officer brought to trial by covrt-martial under serious 
charges, to which he has no satisfactory defense. The 
fact that Capt. Neumann, until the day on which he 
was placed in arrest for trial, continued to perform sat- 
isfactorily the duties on the active list of the Marine 
Corps to which he was assi d, in my Judgment suf- 
ficiently negative the sugg that he mentally ir- 
reponsible. 

“4.. 1f the court really believed that the accused was in 
such mental condition that he could not appreciate his 
responsibilities and obligations, they should not have 
foutid him guilty of the grave offenses with which he 
was charged. If not responsible, Capt. Neumann is 
not Builty, and such a case can not be justly met by 
mitigating the punishment imposed. 

“Being satisfied, after mature consideration, that jus- 
tice ha& been done in the proceedings, ficdings, and sen- 
Tence of the court-martial in this case, I have the honor 
to recommend their approval, and that, in conformity 
with article 53 of the Articles for the Government of the 
Navy (section 1264 of the Revised Statues), the record be 
submitted to the President of the United States, with the 
the sentence be confirm=-d. 

“The proceedings, findings. ond sentence of the general 
court-martial in the foregoing ease of Capt. Bertram 8 
Neumann, U.S. Marine Corps, were approved by the De- 
partment on May 16, 1902, and were, in conformity with 
the provisions of article 638 of the Articles for the Gov- 
ernment of the Navy (section 1624 of the Revised Status), 
trtiment-of the Navy (section 1674 of the Revised Statues).

pin. In further trials special attention should be given 
to this matter. 

Il. By direction of the Secretary of War, the foilowing 
is published to the Army for the information and guid- 
ance of ualf concerned: 

1. Dfrections for pulling obturating friction primers: 

These primers are adjusted in manufacture to require 
a puil of about 25 pounds to start the wire to the rear, 
and about 46 to 45 pounds to pull the teeth through the 
compressed friction pellet and explode it. 

The lanyard should be pulled from a position as near 
the rear of the gun as possible, since pulling it from the 
side will cause a variable part of the pull to be absorbed 
by friction in the firing leaf. A strong, quick pull—not 
a jerk—from one man, with as short a lanyard as prac- 
ticable, should be used. When a long lanyard is used 
the siack causes the force to be applied to the primer 
slowly and this increases the chances for a missfire. The 
quicker the pull the better for firing the primer, but 
wnen a man attempts to pull by a jerk he uses his arms 
only, losing the assistance of his body, and the strength 
of his pull will be iess. If a primer can not be dis- 
charged by one man it should be rejected and anoth«cr 
used. By using more than oné man on the lanyard there 
would be danger of injuring the firing mechanism. 

Both the siege and combination obturating primers are 
se constructed that when a primer is pulled and fails to 
tire, the primer wire is free to move forward without 
causing the composition to ignite. As an extra precau- 
tion, however, to prevent any attempt ‘to use again a 
primer tnat has failed, the primer wire, immediately 
after ejection, should be bent around the primer through 
an angle of about 180 degrees. 

As a general rule the primer should be inserted while 
the breech is open and during the progress of the other 
operations of loading. 

Constant inspection of the safety pin on the firing leaf 
of the breech mechanisms in which these combination 
primers are used should be made, since if the safety pin 
should be broken by harsh treatment and the pull upon 
the lanyard be upward by about J0 degrees, the primer 
would probably be ejected at the instant of firing and 
might injure the cannoneer firing the piece.

It has been a favorite theory of the “anti-imperial- 
ists,” and one which they have widely exploited, that the 
conduct of the campaign in the Philippines had made 
service in the Army so unpopular among the young men 
of the country that the Government would have difficulty 
in obtaining recruits to fill the places of men returning 
with the expiration of their terms of enlistment. The 
emptiness of this delusion is sufficiently indicated by the 
fact that the War Department has issued an order that 
no more minors shall be enlisted for the Army, even with 
the consent of their parents. It is explained that the 
recruiting stations are able to enlist enough adults to 
supply all the needs of the Service, that an increasing 
percentage of discharged soldiers returning from the 
Philippines are eager to re-enlist and that men of their 
experience are preferable to raw recruits.

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THE ARMY AND THE TRUSTS—AN ANALOGY. 


While it is not the province of the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL to discuss questions distinctly political or econ- 
omic, there are certain aspects of ‘the current agitation 
against the vast combinations known as trusts which 
deserve the attention even of those who hold aloof from 
party contention. The trust is an evolution rather than 
a survival, and it represents the furthest advance of the 
process of concentration in the business world. Its de- 
velopment has been singularly harmonious and logical. 
The process began with the combination of individual 
enterprises in co-partnership ; ‘these in turn were absorbed 
in corporations which, following irresistible tendencies of 
modern business life, have taken still higher organic form 
in what are called trusts. . If the effect of civilization is to 
increase men’s wants, as‘ Matthew Arnold contended, ‘it is 
clearly the duty of civilization to devise the means whereby 
those wants shall be su This mearis a ‘progréssive 
increase. in the productiy of hunian labor, and herein 
is the genesis of the proeess of concentration through the 
various stages noted above. This concentration, from the 
primery form of co-partnerships up to the most highly 
organized of the trusts of to-day, has had for its leading 
object the increase of production. To that end it’ has 
sought to combine not merely the capital, but the enrgy, 
intelligence and experience of the units thus brought 
To increase production and at the same time 
decrease the cost of production without diminishing the 
earning power- of labor, is the problem to which the 
trust has addressed itself. That it has succeeded in that 
apparently impossible task is not yet demonstrable, nor 
has it yet demonstrably failed. The decrease in the cost 
of production has been accomplished with no decrease in 
the value of labor.. By reason of compact organization 
vast economies have been effected between the point of 
production and the point of consumption. Improved 
machinery, better methods of distribution and _ stricter 
attention to small details of management have resulted in 
enormous reductions in operating expenses—so great, in 
fact, that in some cases-'the saving thus effected repre- 
sents the entire profits of the organization if not. more. 

It is a strange fact, however, that even before they have 
had a fair chance to prove whether they are a blessing 
or a curse to the common welfare, an agitation has arisen 
which demands that the trusts shall be destroyed simply 
because they are trusts. This is fanaticism of the blind- 
est and most reckless sort. It tepudiates the very prin- 
ciple of organization upon which our civil institutions, 
our political life and our economic progress are based. 
The first element to suffer under such conditions would 
be labor itself, which, through tortuous paths and often 
under unsafe leaders, is gradually developing into what 
is to all intents and purposes a trust pure and simple. 
In many industries organized labor has nullified the 
principle of individual competition far more completely 
than any trust has ever nullified it in the distribution 
of the products of industry. And this in spite of the 
fact that the principal, if not the only, complaint against 
the trusts is that they suppress competition ! 

As we have already remarked, the trust is a logical 
evolution of economic conditions. It appeared because it 
was needed. It is here to stay until something better ap- 
pears to displace it. Our population is capable of con- 
suming only one-fourth of our products. This means, 
either four months of labor and eight months of idleness 
for American labor, or the acquisition of new markets for 
its products. To acquire new markets we must compete 
with foreign labor in the commerce of the world, and to 
compete without diminishing the earning power of labor 
here at home requires the highest concentration of capital, 
energy and enterprise which, by conducting operations 
on broad lines, shall be able to conquer and hold the 
markets beyond the sea. The trust is the engine with 
which this herculean task has been accomplished. It has

the two Organizations is unmistakatile. Bach is danger- 
ous, not in its uses but in its algses, and when abuses 
develop in either they will be speedily corrected by the 
same power ‘from which they receive all the authority 
they.exeréike. To demand the destruction of all trusts 
simply beeause they are trusts, or because one of their 
number has abused its privileges, is not less absurd than 
to demand the disbandment of the Army merely because 
one of its officers or men has violated the Articles of War. 


ENGINEERING IN THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Capt. Edgar Jadwin, Engr. Corns, U.S.A., late major, 
ist U.S Volunteer Engineers, publishes a paper in the 
September issue _of the Journal of the Military Service 
Institution of the United States in which he strongly 
urges. the development of a more efficient engineering 
service in the National Guard. He holds that there is 
a considerable field for military engineering in the Na- 
tional Guard that will be useful both in increasing the 
effectiveness of the service in its State duties and in 
preparation’ for duties incident to war with foreign 
powers. Captain Jadwin therefore recommends that 
the various States devote increased attention to engineer- 
ng in their National Guard organizations, following as 
closely as possible the system of the United States 
Army. 

The three regiments of Volunteer Engineers organized 
for the Spanish War were undoubtedly useful. Under 
the command of officers of the Regular Army they devel- 
yped a degree of adaptability in their work in Cuba 
and Porto Rico which won the admiration of veteran en- 
cineer officers, and proyed equal to every task assigned 
to them. . Their work. virtually duplicated that of the 
Volunteer Engineers who served in the Civil War, and 
proyed beyond all question the feasibility of building

serve-as-an adequate feeder to the Hngineer Corps of the 
Army in time of. war with a foreign adversary. In 
some States this. work of development is already under 
way.

‘There is less time, fewer implements 
and fewer facilities for practical instruction. But by 
following closely the methods, system and-tools employed 
n the Regular establishment, it should require no great 
effort. om.the part of any State to add to its National 
({uard an engineer corps in which, as Captain Jadwin re- 
marks; “w great body of patriotic citizens who do not 
render a term of service in the Regular Army may receive 
the small amount of training they require to make their 
valuable service more immediately available at critical 
times.” 

Apart from its value to the Regular Army in time 
of war with a foreign enemy, the existence of an en- 
gineer corps in each command of State troops would 
be a powerful advantage to the State itself. “In case 
of riot duty,” says Captain Jadwin, “an attempt is al- 
ways made to introduce troops into the disaffected dis- 
triets in such overwhelming force that defensive construc- 
tions are not necessary for the troops. Still it may 
e necessary occasionally to place a building or the 
streets leading to it in defensive condition. The chief 
ngineer should be prepared to advise to what extent this 
hall be done, how it can be done with the least injury 
to the property, and, if practicable, send a small de- 
tachment of engineer troops to lead in the work of pre- 
paring obstacles by overturning wagons and throwing up 
barricades, cutting loopholes, making connections for 

large stream of water offensively or defensively, and 
xtemporizing ladders to enable the troops to reach com- 
manding positions on buildings.” 

The equipment of engineers of the National Guard 
hould conform as closely as possible to that of the 
engineer troops of the Regular Army, including blocks 
and falls, saws, lanterns, sledges, picks, shovels and axes. 
Captain Jadwin suggests, however, that they be armed 
with carbines and revolvers, instead of rifles, those weap- 
ons being easier to carry and less cumbersome to men 
who have something to do beside shooting. The first 
drills, he continues, “should be for the purpose of putting 
the company on as firm and excellent a military basis 
as the other crganizations of the Guard. Much engineer 
instruction should not be needed. An occasional paper on 
the more important subjects—as_ for .example, hasty 
bridges, defense of buildings, cars, etc., use of explosives 
—will suffice for many of them, provided the principle 
is followed of lifting each jug by its own handle. Each 
man will thus have less to learn. He will further know 
better what to expect. Other things being equal, he will 
be more resourceful in an emergency and possibly more 


steadfast in tie week, than another equally patriatic. 


man for whom the work is quite different from what jhe: 
is accustomed to in dally life.” 

It will be ‘conceded that Captain Jadwin has indicated 
lines along which the National Guard be trained 
to larger usefulness, not only to the various States, but 
to the Regtilar Army in time of national emergency. The 
material of which these State miltary organizations are 
composed is of a high order of excellence, beth physical 
and intellectual, and in the mass are represented mearly 
all trades, industries and arts.

PLANS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Our Washington representative saw Secretary Root 
this week in reference.to the report that he would resign 
immediately after the end of the next session of Con- 
gress, and, in reply to a question as to the truth of the 
report Mr. Root said, in the most emphatic manner, 
“You may quote me as saying that the report is not true 
in any particular. I have no intention of leaving the 
Cabinet.” 

The Secretary is already mapping out his plans for 
the coming session of Congress. Another and more ur- 
gent request will be made to Congress that a bill pro- 
viding for a general staff for the Army be passed. Sec- 
retary Root is more strongly imbued with the idea that a 
general staff would be of inestimable value to the Army 
organization than he ever was, and is in hopes that some- 
thing definite along this line will be accomplished dur- 
ing the next session. The bill that he will submit will 
be, in its essential features, similar to that which came 
to such an ignominious end. last session, although it will 
differ in some of its minor details. The belief prevails 
at the War Department that there will not be such strong 
antagonism to the bill this year as there was during the 
last session; some of the most antagonistic influences 
have been removed. 

There now seems to be little doubt that the Sec- 
retary will recommend the abolition of the Army trans- 
port service by the beginning of the next session of Con- 
gress. The need for the transport service has now, the 
Secretary believes, about passed, and the work can well 
be performed by commercial lines. As we announced in 
the Agrmy AND Navy JourNAL of Sept. 27 the number 
of transports plying between Manila and San Francisco 
has been reduced to one a month each way. Several of 
the best ships of the service are to be transferred to the 
Navy and others will undoubtedly be sold this fall. 

The Secretary may this fall also order a further re- 
duction in the number of troops serving in the Philip- 
pines. The War. Department’ has long been in favor 
of two years’ tours of duty for the troops in the Philip- 
pines, ‘but up to the present has’ been unable to_promise 
tours of less than three ;ears’ duration. The announce- 
ment we recently made that War Department had made 
out its schedule calculating on three years’ tours was a 
great disappointment to many in the Army, but we are 
in hopes that there will be a change in the scheme of the 
Department and that it will be possible to reduce the tours 
to but two years. However, everything depends upon the 
situation in the islands within the next few months. At 
present the three years stand. 

There is another very important matter engaging the 
attention of the Secretary, upon which we made some 
editorial comment a few weeks ago. This is the question 
of the lineal rank of lieutenants of the Artillery Corps. 
The promotions among the first and second lieutenants 
in the Artillery to fill the existing vacancies have 
not yet been made and it is impossible to state 
when they will be. There has been no little objec- 
tion to the Secretary's theory of arranging the lieuten- 
ants. of the Artilery Corps according to lineal rank by 
giving all of the newly appointed officers credit for their 
prior commissioned service just as if they all held com- 
missions dated Feb. 2, 1901, instead of commissions dat- 
ing from six different dates under the various six incre- 
ments to the Corps. We are also receiving complaints 
from officers in the grades of first and second lieutenants 
in the Cavalry and Infantry arms that the arrangement 
in their grades of officers according to their lineal rank 
has not been made in accordance with the Army Regula- 
tions and the existing law. We have on several occa- 
sions gone into detailed explanations of the method of 
arrangement employed by the War Department in giv- 
ing officers their places on the lineal list of their respec- 
tive grades. Suffice it to say that in the arrangement 
of all the officers appointed to the Army under the act 
of Feb. 2, 1901, commissioned service, prior to Feb. 2, 
1901, determined the standing of the officer. The newly 
appointed officers and the officers already in the Service 
were arranged, after all the appointments were made, 
according to their prior commissioned service. The be- 
ginning of actual muster into the Service is the date 
upon which a former Volunteers’ prior commissioned ser- 
vice began and not the date he enrolled for service. This 
point has caused considerable misunderstanding, as former 
Volunteer officers have, many of them, been under the 
impression that their service began on the date of en- 
rollment. It must also be borne in mind that in the 
arrangement of officers by lineal rank no officer could pass 
above another with a longer prior commissioned service 
no matter what the date of his commission may be; this 
is the law. By remembering these facts we believe that 
many of the officers who are not satisfied with the places 
given them on the lineal list will find that they have 
been treated equitably and according to the law.

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CULEBRA ISLAND. 
San Juan, P.R., Sept. 16, 1902. 

The fact that Uncle Sam is about to expend a round 
million of dollars in preparations for naval maneuvers 
at the island of Culebra, and that the West Indian Naval 
Station of the United States is likely to be established 
there, brings into the public eye a national possession of 
which but little is known, even to the people of Porto 
Rico. Culebra was ceded with the island of Vieques by 
Spain, by the treaty of Paris, under the general designa- 
tion “Porto Rico and the adjacent islands.” On the 
maps on which it appears it is generally but a dot and 
on big maps it does not appear at all. 

By courtesy of Comdr. George W. Mentz, commandant 
of the San Juan Navy Yard, and Lieut. B. B. MeCor- 
mick, of the U.S. tug Potomac, I was privileged this 
week to accompany the Potomac on a trip to Culebra, 
to traverse on horseback most of the trails of the-island, 
and to visit the bays where forty or fifty naval vessels 
will meet in December next. The excursion was one full 
of interest and revealed the fact that Culebra is a beauti- 
ful and promising territory. We were accompanied on 
our rides by Lieut. Leof M. Harding, commandant of the 
U.S. marine camp, and by Mrs. Harding, whose warm 
hospitality made the yA oubly memorable. 

Culebra lies midway between the eastern end of Porto 
Rico and St. Thomas, being 17 miles from the former 
and 19 miles from Vieques. To be exact, it is situated 
between latitudes 18 deg. 15 min. and 18 deg. 23 min. 
north, and longitudes 65 deg. 10 min. and 65 deg. 25 min. 
west. It is a bunch of picturesque hills, ranging in 
height from 150 to 650 feet. The island proper is ap- 

oximately seven miles long and three miles wide. 

ortheast island, one mile long, is two and a half miles 
from the mainland, and Culebrita, the same size, is three 
and a quarter miles from the mainland, and bears, on 
a bluff 300 feet high, a lighthouse in which is a fixed 
white light that can be seen 21 miles at sea. 

Culebra proper has numerous harbors, of which the 
best are Target Bay, Great Harbor and Mosquito Bay 
on the south side; Swell Bay, Surf Bay and Flamingo 
Bay on the north side, and Mangrove Harbor at the 
east end. It is in Great Harbor and Target Bay, with 
minimum depths of six fathoms of water, that the fleet 
will assemble. The village of Culebra and the marine 
camp are at the head of Great Harbor, which is prac- 
tically landlocked. On the highest hill of the island, 
at an elevation of 650 feet, is the Government signal 
station, from which the approach of a large vessel or 
fleet from any direction can be seen thirty miles out at 
sea. A telephone line connects this station and the 
marine camp. Thus far no attempt has been made to 
fortify the island beyond mounting a 5-inch gun in a com- 
manding ition and three smaller guns at the marine 
camp. The island, however, could quickly be made a 
formidable spot, being a natural fortification. 

Great Harbor, which the Government is said to favor 
as a naval station in preference to San Juan harbor, 
Porto Rico, was so named by the British, but has long 
been called “‘Ensenada Honda of Culebra” by the Spanish 
and Porto Rican mariners, who have taken refuge in the 
same many times. It is protected from the winds and 
defended on all sides. Its waters are as tranquil as 
those of a lake, and the largest fleet in the world can 
find accommodations therein in view of the depth and the 
fact that its bottom is free from all obstructions. A 
small canal could be cut through the little neck of land 
in the Playa Sardinas, so as to establish an outlet for 
the waters of the harbor. This bay, so favored by nature, 
can be considered the finest harbor in the Antilles and 
the one that has suffered the least from the havoc of 
cyclones. 

One and a half miles to the southwest of Culebra 
lies the isle of Luis Pena, or Southwest Island, which 
is about a mile long and is in a complete state of aban- 
donment. This isle and the Punta Soldado form the 
harbor that has been used from time immemorial by 
the warships that visit the island for the purpose of mak- 
ing naval exercises, on account of the fact that it is 
well defended and has two beautiful shores, Playa Sar- 
dinas and Tamarindo, suitable for effecting landings. 

On the north coast there is no port except the small 
open bay called Flamencos, or Flamingo, which can be 
entered, at a great risk, by small boats only. 

When I visited Culebra there were but ten marines in 
the camp, but this number will be increased to at least 
400 by December. The work of erecting big frame bar- 
racks has been begun, the soldiers being quartered at 
present in tents. Lieutenant Harding works like a 
Trojan with his men and the camp is kept in model con- 
dition. In a big tent on an isolated spot on the shore 
of Great Harbor is stored a large quantity of guncotton 
for projectiles. The camp, called Camp Roosevelt, is on 
a bluff near the village and is cooled by an ever-present 
breeze. Fresh water is supplied from a big water barge 
in the bay, potable water being extremely scarce in the 
island. There are no rivers, but in the rainy season 
a stream is formed in a ravine running from the center 
of the island to the east of the village and empties into 
Great Harbor. 

It is a lack of water that is likely to prove the most 
serious drawback to the future development of Culebra. 
The water is mostly brackish, though there are four 
or five sweet water wells and two public cisterns. 
The island, on account of its small size, suffers greatly 
from drought. The cattle are as fine as any in the world 
and there is a prospective profit in cattle raising. By 
President Roosevelt’s order of Dec. 19, 1901, all of the 
public lands were put under the control of the Navy 
Department, excepting some in the interior. 

It may be said that there are no roads in Culebra, 
traveling being entirely over marrow trails on sure- 
footed horses. The views are magnificent from the hills, 
the gallops along the stretches of beach, by a rolling 
surf, are never to be forgotten, and the officers of the 
naval vessels that assemble at Culebra in December 
will probably enjoy all their spare moments. 

Mrs. Harding, our fair and cultured pilot on our 
riding trips has the distinction of being the only American 
woman on the island. She spends much of her time in 
the saddle, sitting astride, wearly a nearly divided skirt 
and an Army hat. Riding a sidesaddle over Culebra 
trails would be a dangerous business. Lieutenant and 
Mrs. Harding’s only child, Roé@ney, a bright five-year-old, 
is the only American boy on Culebra and thus far the 
first American child on the island, Yet, despite their 
isolation, the Hardings seem to be having a pretty good 
time, and they certainly dispense a charming hospitality. 
Among the natives, Mrs. Harding is a veritable queen, 
though uncrowned save by her graces, while her hus- 
band, the sturdy lieutenant, is practically “boss” of affairs 
in Culebra just now. 

As the Potomac sailed out of Great Harbor after 
daybreak and I looked back at Camp Roosevelt, where 
of a verity “Old Glory” was “catching the gleam of the 
morning’s first beam,” I could not but feel a sense of

THE. PHILIPPINE FRIARS. 


To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The talented author of an article entitled ““Why the 
Friars Must Leave the Philippines,” which appeared 
in the New York Herald of Sunday, Aug. 10, begins by 
saying: “Yet, until a few weeks ago the word friar 
was quite unknown to the layman’s ears.” The “lay- 
man,” who is understood to be a non-professional of any 
learned class, may reply that the word is in common use 
with writers of the Elizabethan period—as Friar Lau- 
rence in Romeo and Juliet; the friar in Measure for 
Measure and others. Then every reader of Ivanhoe 
knows Friar Tuck; and there is the song about “The 
Friar of Orders Gray.” 

After this remarkable statement he proves to his own 
satisfaction, at least, that because these priests may have 
been guilty of tyranny and extortion in order to enrich 
their several orders, they should be deported. An exami- 
nation into such facts as are evident to an unprejudiced 
observer may show that, while looking out for themselves, 
they have been the most potent factor in civilizing 8,000,- 
00U of people. Prior to the Spanish discovery in 1521, 
and for a long time afterwards, the natives of the islands 
were idolators, even cannibals, and addicted to other 
forms of barbarism. In the Visayan Islands, on one of 
which Magellan made his first landing, were organized 
bands of estupradores, who pursued their nefarious call- 
ing under authority of the tribal chiefs.. A reference 
to the dictionary will be sufficient to suggest what this 
consisted of. There is no evidence anywhere in the islands 
that their discoverers found traces, even, of anything 
at all similar to the civilization of the Japanese, the 
Chinese, the Hindoo, the Mexican or the South American. 

All the civilization they now have is due to the per- 
sistent labors of the Spanish priests, who in every city, 
town and hamlet, have reared the spires of their white- 
walled cathedrals and established schools. It is true 
that in the parochial schools the instruction imparted 
as has been shown under American sovereignty, the 
tongue, and that the printed books used by the pupils are 
mainly religious, comprising the catechism and the office 
of the Church. Before the friars came, the Filipinos had 
no written tongues, their vocabularies being confined to 
but few words, expressive only of their necessities; but 
afterwards the friars gave them books, and the inter- 
jection of Spanish nouns and adjectives occurred to make 
things more intelligible. In the higher schools, known as 
seminaries and colleges, the youth of both sexes received 
instruction in the nish language and in sciences and 
mechanical arts. he girls were taught to sew and 
embroider and were instructed in household duties by the 
sisters (or nuns), who also taught the women the art of 
weaving from various vegetable fibers, the jusi, the pina, 
the abaca and other cloths that have found their way into 
our markets in recent years. 

The native priests, who had received their education 
from the friars, generally speaking, conducted the paro- 
chial schools. These native ests, usually metizos, 
or halfbreeds, are not men of high culture or lofty char- 
acter. Besides the parochial schools there were others 
of a kind that might be classed with our “district” or 
country schools. The author of the article says: “In the 
provinces little advance was made by the pupils, although, 
as has been shown under American sovereignty, the 
Filipinos are all naturally eager to learn.” ‘o implv 
even that this eagerness had met with scant response 
until the American school teachers arrived is a mistake. 
The American school teachers did not reach “the prov- 
inces” before 1901; but centuries before “American sov- 
ereignty” had been heard outside of a ward primary 
the Filipinos had been taught how to read and write, 
to make and to wear decent clothing, to build and to 
dwell in houses and to worship the God of their con- 
querors. Spanish priests were teaching these things 
in the Philippines while John Smith and Hernando 
Cortez, Miles Btandish, Narvaez and Pizarro were “civ- 
ilizing” the aborigines of the Western continent. 

“The Filipino is a devout Catholic.” He has been made 
such by the friar and remains so in spite of the friar 
No one else made the Filipino a Christian. In other 
Eastern lands Christian missionaries have succeeded in 
“converting” a fraction of the population. All of the 
Filipinos are followers of the cross. 

The article avers that “In deference to the wishes of 
the native * * * decided steps in the matter” 
have been taken. It is doubtful if the “native’—the 
Filipino pure and simple—has been called upon to ex- 
press any “wish” in the case. Perhaps it would have 
been more correct to say that the men of mixed blood 
who were the instigators and leaders of the insurrections 
of 1896 and 1899 are those who demand the expulsion 
of the Friars. These are the men who stay away from 
religious worship; who, on occasion of the processions 
which occur on the numerous saints’ days, stand up 
straight and keep their hats on and sneer as the holy 
emblems pass by. while all the brown-legged hombres, 
who wear their shirts outside of their trousers. take their 
hats off (if they have any) and kneel in the dust. The 
men who stand up take the oath of allegiance, now 
the insurrection has ceased to pay; the brown-legged men 
wonder where they are to come in. 

At the time of the insurrection against Spain, the 
Bishop of the Visayan Islands (an Augustinian friar) 
found it advisable to leave ‘his charge and go to Manila, 
where he remained until early in 1900, when he returned 
to Cebu. As soon as a cablegram announcing his de- 
parture from Manila had been received in Cebu, the mu- 
ricipal authorities hurried to the military headquarters 
and protested against his being permitted to land; but, of 
course, such a protest could not be considered. Then they 
asserted that as soon as he should come ashore riot and 
bloodshed would ensue because of the antipathy to the 
friars, of whom the Bishop was one. So the authorities 
were told that the troops would be held in readiness to 
preserve order, and that no opposition to the arrival of 
the Bishop could be allowed. When the vessel bearing 
him was signalled the populace flocked to the landing- 
place,the bells in the cathedral towers rang out, crowds 
of people from adjacent towns came in with bands of 
music and the Bishop was escorted to the palace by every 
one in the locality (excepting the military and the muni- 
cipality) with shouts of joy, tears and prayers, and the con- 
tinued ringing of all the bells in every tower for miles up 
and down the coast. The military took no part for ob- 
vious reasons and the municipality kept aloof because all 
of its members were in league with the leaders of the in- 
surrection. A year later, other friars arrived. The 
municipalty interposed to prevent their landing with the 
same tale of woe. But they came ashore, nevertheless.

In it the gifted author has strung together an 
array of adverse facts, eliminating everything of favor- 
able color, and thus constructing what ple are called 
upon to regard as the most powerful indictment against 
Los Frailes. It may be as well to consider that the men 
who ask for the banishment of the friars are the chiefs 
who, until very recently, were in insurrection against the 
United States, and that if the Spaniards had not shot 
Rizal, he, too, would have been among the foremost of 
those who combatted our authority. 

It is believed that the American people will admit 
that these priests are entitled to a hearing in open court. 
There are organizations in our midst that have been 
charged with extortion ; there are men against whom it is 
alleged that they have grown suddenly rich at the ex- 
pense of others who have as suddenly grown poor; it is 
hinted that officials with moderate salaries have, after a 
short tenure of office, become millionaires; it is all but 
positively known that the assassination of the King of 
Italy and the more recent murder of President McKinley 
were committed with the connivance of certain societies 
that are permitted to exist. But before sentence can be 
passed upon even the least of these, it is necessary that 
they should be properly arrainged, fairly tried and duly 
convicted.

DEPARTMENT OF TEXAS. 


In his annual report from the Department of Texas, 
Col. W. C. Forbush, 12th Cav., commanding, states that 
in May Forts Brown, Ringgold and Camp Pass were re- 
garrisoned by the 4th Infantry, having been unoccupied 
for two years except by small detachments: “The water 
supply at Fort Ringgold is still a matter of considerable 
annoyance, but it is thought that the sinking of an arte- 
sian well, as approved by Colonel Wheelan while in com- 
mand of the Department, will furnish a permanent supply 
of water for all time. 

“The 12th Cavalry has passed through its second season 
of target practice, with a very mashed improvement over 
that of the first season. Practical instruction in both 
close and extended order, map making, small and large 
patrols and all phases of security and information, using 
pack trains, principally, for transportation, has ‘been 
practiced, as far as possible, by the Cavalry and Field 
Artillery. The Infantry have just returned from the 
Philippines, and have done all that could be expected 
of them, with the men at hand—principally recruits. 

“One of the great difficulties experienced concerning 
the administration of military justice, has been the small 
capacity of the guard houses and keeping the different 
grades of prisoners separate and enforcing prison disci- 
pline. It is believed that the old system of a central 
military prison (or a number of them) would be better 
for discipline. At present a deserter is confined at post 
guard house ; he gets the same food as the faithful soldier 
whose duty it is to guard him day and night. The ‘hard 
labor’ to which he is sentenced generally consists of the 
easiest and laziest kind of police work, during a few 
hours of the day, while he gets every night in bed. His 
life is easier than that of the soldier, and the important 
object of his punishment, viz., to deter others from com- 
mitting crime, is not realized. If the present system of 
confining general prisoners at posts is to be continued, 
a regular prison should be built at some post in the de- 
partment, with a capacity of at least fifty general pris- 
oners. The increase in the reward paid for the appre- 
hension of deserters makes their capture more certain. 

“The general health of the department has been good; 
but an epidemic of typhoid fever at Fort Clark, lasting 
all the summer of 1901, and growing in intensity, into the 
autumn of the year, prevailed. This, as determined b 
the post surgeon at Fort Clark, was due to flies hatch 
in cavalry stables and blown into the kitchens and dini 
rooms, where they existed in great numbers, going. thro 
the men’s sinks on the way. The destruction of the flies, 
which are known to be carriers of disease, will reduce 
the probabilty of further trouble from this matter in 
future. With the establishment of new sewer system, 
with water closets, now in process of construction, it is 
hoped all difficulty of whatever nature will be obviated 
which tend to the spread of disease. The two dental 
surgeons in the department have rendered good service, 
1,296 dental operations having been performed.”

PAY FOR GUNNERY SCHOOL GRADUATES. 


U.S.S. Alliance, Algiers, Algeria. 
To rae Eptror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Sir: Through the columns of your most excellent 
Paper I seek information on the subject of additional 
pay for graduates of special classes for enlisted men. No. 
91. of Navy Department, June 25, 1902, says, “each petty 
officer holding a certificate of graduation from the petty 
officers’ school of instruction, or as gun captain, or both, 
shall receive two dollars a month in addition to the pay 
of his rating.”” The graduate of the gunnery school, how- 
ever, has been entirely left out of the question, and no 
Mention is made of giving him any extra pay or perquis- 
ites whatever, although the course of instruction through 
which he goes occupies one year and is the most severe 
open to the enlisted man. The study of ordnance in all 
its branches, which is required, will alone exhaust years of 
Study, there being so many changes in modern ordnance; 
besides this, however, the studies includes electricity, wir- 
Ing, care and tending of dynamos, torpedoes, diving, high 
explosives, and a thorough knowledge of the accounts or 
bookkeeping system used in the ordnance department on 
board ap or in navy yards. All this, I say, is to be 
Mastered in less than a year and the only reward is tardy 





promotion and more work. Let a seaman be at- 
tached to any division and to him inva y falls the 
work of instructor. After being graduated from the 
class he does certainly receive two dollars in addition to 
his pay as seaman, but what then? Just as soon as he 
is rated he looses it. What we want is the additional 
two dollars to the pay of our rating as a petty officer. 
I think that every officer, were he asked his opinion, 
would say that a second gunner is the handiest man in 
his division. There must certainly have been a big mis- 
take somewhere, our great and all-wise law makers must 
have overlooked us, or I feel sure that the “powers that 
rule” would never jet the seaman gunner go unrew

A NEW FRENCH BATTLESHIP. 


The French battleship Republique, launched early in 
September at Brest, is the largest vessel ever built in a 
French yard, and is the first of the battleships included 
in the program of M. de Lanessan to take the water. 
She has been carried forward with great rapidity at 
Brest, and, in order to get her ready for the day intended, 
Sept. 4, about 2,000 men were at last employed upon 
her. 

The Republique is the pioneer of a new type, of which 
six units are building or projected. These are the Patrie, 
Democratie, Liberté, Justice and Verité. They mark a 
change in French shipbuilding policy, which hitherto 

been to create isolated units, all different. 

The Republiques are novel, too, in that they are nearly 
3,000 tons in excess of anything built for the French 
navy before. For many years France has adhered to that 
12,000 tons of displacement which gives the maximum 
result per horse wer of machinery. Describing the 
Republique The Engineer says: 

he artillery predominance of the Republique is here 
very marked, save against the New Jersey. If, however, 
we reduce all guns to the common denomination of the 
12-pounder, we get the total fire values for one broad- 
side as follows: New Jersey, 99; King Edward, 78; 
Republique, 71; “H and J,” 69; Vittorio Emanuele, 61; 
Suffren, 60. 

This, of course, makes the ships stand differently. 
It cannot be taken as absolutely representing their rela- 
tive gun powers, because it ignores the penetration factor 
altogether, and this, though perhaps correct enough in 
the main, is still not to be ignored in the case of the 
King Edward’s 9.2’s, or the 8-inch pieces of the Ameri- 
ean and Italian ships. The 9.2’s in particular give the 
King Edward a power against medium armor that the 
other ships do not possess, save, maybe, on paper. Still 
the comparison is approximately fair enough to help us 
to assess the relative values of the ships more surely 
than we may hope to do by merely putting down the guns 
themselves. And carrying on the principle we can, by 
dividing the displacements into these figures, place the 
values of the ships in gunfires per thousand tons of dis- 
placement as follows: New Jersey, 6.5; “H and J,” 
5.2; Vittorio Emanuele, 4.8; King Edward, 4.7; Re- 
publique, 4.7; Suffren, 4.7. 

This result is interesting as indicating how nearly all 
the naval architects arrive at the same result. The Ger- 
man’s advantage is obviously paid for in coal; that of 
the American is not so easily traced, but we may be 
certain that it exists. A ican naval architects are 
compelled to design to “Whiff creation.” Any Congress- 
man from some inland Staté is able to criticise and 
help to throw out any design that does not appeal to 
him as whipping creation, and we shall have to wait for 
a big war to find out whether the peculiar conditions 
under which the amateur sets the pace in American de- 
signs are good or bad for naval architecture. Till then 
American ships must be things apart, so far as paper 
comparisons are concerned; compare them by whatever 
system we may select, they will always come out at the 
head of the list. 

The various fires of the ship are as follows: Broad- 
side, four 12-inch., nine 6.4-inch; right ahead, two 12- 
inch, six 6.4-inch; right astern, two 12-inch, seven or 
eight 6.4-inch possible; bow, two 12-inch, seven 6.4-inch ; 
quarter, two 12-inch, eight 6.4-inch. The ares of fire 
are: Big guns, 270 deg.; casemates, 110 deg. from axial 
line; small turrets, 180 deg. from axial line; submerged 
tubes 25 deg. fixed, abaft the beam; forward tubes, 45 
deg. from broadside to bow ; stern tube, fixed in axial line. 
The above-water tubes are carried higher than usual, 
being about 9 feet above the water-line. The ship is to 
carry six searchlights—one on the fore-top, one top of 
the after-bridge. two on the main-deck in the stern, and 
two under the forecastle forward. 

The Republique is designed with a view to what are 
known as “run-away tactics.” Her stern fire is greater 
than her ahead one; her stern is armored in contra- 
distinction to those of British design, which lack all 
armor in these vital quarters.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S.S. Oregon, Captain Burwell, arrived at San 
Francisco, Cal., from Bremerton, Washington, Sept. 
21, and went to Mare Island for coal and ammunition. 

The torpedo boat destroyer Goldsborough continues to 
score failures and breakdowns. This time the port engine 
was wrecked while undergoing a ge ome," trial: under 
Government officials off Portland, Ore. ae this 
trial the boat easily reached a speed of 28 knots, but on 
making the attempt‘at ‘a considerable increase in speed 
over that figure the port engine suffered a complete col- 
lapse and the little craft was brought into port in a 
demoralized condition. The Goldsborough has already 
sent her builders into bankruptcy and it begins to look 
as though the Navy Department will have no better luck 
with the unfortunate vessel. The accident, from all that 
ean be ascertained, was a breaking of the low pressure 
cranks, and the consequent smashing of the bed plates un- 
der those cylinders. No detailed report of the damage 
has yet been made public. The Goldsborough was begun 
four years ago by the Wolff & Zwicker Co., of Portland, 
Ore., and is now the property of the United States. 

A notable increase in the floating naval force on the 
Atlantic coast has been recently made under orders 
issued for the prompt commissioning of the Texas and 
the converted gunboat Wasp at the Norfolk navy yard, 
the protected cruiser Newark, the supply ship Culgoa and 
the gunboat Bancroft at the Boston Yard, and the un- 
protected cruiser Detroit at the Portsmouth, N. H., 
navy yard. It is understood that the Texas, Newark, 
Detroit, and Wasp will be attached to the squadron 
under Admira! Higginson and will probably participate 
in the winter maneuvers in the West Indies during the 
winter. The Bancroft has been assigned to “watch-dog” 
duty at San Juan de Porto Rico. 


The cruiser Philadelphia has been placed out of com- 
mission at the Bremerton Naval Station and telegraphic 
vorders have been seut out to that station to make the 
most extensive a on the entire ship. . other 
changes which will be carried out will be the uction 
in the freeboard. . The decks will be cut down and every 
section of rigging and machinery will be thoroughly 
overhauled and replaced where necessary. Orders have 
been given to proceed with this work at once, but it is 
expected that at least a year will be required for the work 
to be completed. The Philadelphia will be to all intents 
and  eprmry? a new ship when she is commissioned for 
sea the next time. 

Into the hull of the battleship King Edward VIL., laid 
down in Devonport dockyard by his Majesty in March 
last, upwards of 2,000 tons of material have been worked, 
and if the present rate of progress continues, the vessel 
will be ready for launching in March next. The mechan- 
ices enagaged on her are employed overtime until a late 
hour every night. 

The Secretary of the Navy on Oct. 2 held a conference 
with the various chiefs of the bureaus of the Navy De- 
partment to consider ways and means of expediting the 
construction of the -battleship. Connecticut at the New 
York Navy Yard. The Secretary informed the officers 
present that there was to be a race in the construction 
of the Connecticut and the construction of the Louisiana 
at a private shipyard. He wanted every bureau chief 
to be prepared when the time came, and without any 
loss of time, to carry on the work of his individual de- 
partment in the construction of the Connecticut. The 
Secretary believes that by the exercise of proper fore- 
thought the bureaus can arrange to have work on the 
ship progres contiruallly, once it is begun. 

The Japanese battleship Shikishima, which was driven 
ashore at Yokosuka, fifteen miles from Yokohama, during 
the typhoon of Sept. 29, was still on the rocks at last 
accounts, Operations for refloating her are proceeding. 

The U.S.S. Enterprise, which arrived at Hamlton, 
Bermuda, for coal, on Oct.-1, ran ashore, but got off 
without damage. She sailed for New York Oct. 2. 

E. LL. Beach, lieutenant, U.S.N., Secretary and 
Treasurer of the.U.S. Nayal Institute, gives notice that 
the annual meeting for the election of ofiicers of the 
U.S. Naval Institute will be held in the Academic Board 
room (superintendent’s office), on Friday, Oct. 10, 1902, 
at 8 P.M. 


The Naval War College closed its sessions of 1902 on 
Tuesday, Sept. 30.

Rear Admiral Bowles, Chief of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair of the Navy Department, received a 
telegram on Sept. 29, from Naval- Constructor D. W. 
Taylor, advising him that the floating dry dock at Ha- 
vana, which buckled several days ago, can be repaired 
afloat. Rear Admiral Bowles has made a recommenda- 
tion to the Secretary that the dock be towed to Pensa- 
cola, FPla., and there repaired. It is estimated that an 
expenditure ‘of about $1,000 will be sufficient to put the 
dock in condition to be towed. The cost of making all 
the repairs to the dock has not yet: been estimated, but 
Rear Admiral Bowles favors having the dock remain 
permanently at Pensacola, Fila.

THR NAVAL ACADEMY. . 


Annapolis, Md., Sept. 30, 1902. 

It is generally admitted that the recent examinations 
for entrance into the Naval Academy were the most severe 
which has been given for a number of years. Compensa- 
tion was made for this, however, in the fact that the 
Academic Board of the Naval Academy was very liberal 
in recommending the admission of any candidate who had 
not failed badly on any subject.. To account for the 
difficulty of the examination it is stated that they were 
completely changed a few days before they were given out 
by reason of a report which gained currency that too 
much was known as to what the examinations would be. 
It is not believed that any of the examinations really 
“leaked,” but after a careful examination it was thought 
that something was known and that it would be better 
to change the examinations. The entire basis for the 
rumor seems to be that the examination papers for many 
years back have been collected and are in general use 
among the preparatory schools in Annapolis, and it has 
been found that the examinations are closely modeled on 
those of pervious years. For that reason it was thought 
proper this year to make a complete change. 

he fifty-eighth academic year at the Naval Academy 
began at four o’clock on the afternoon of Tuesday, Sept. 
25. Study period was held in the evening and recitations 
went on as. usual Wednesday morning. he new fourth 
or entering class now numbers 147 members amd there 
are still three cases in which final disposition has not 
been made. These three youths failed physically in the 
last examinations and are attempting to have the Secre- 
oy of the Navy waive the physical disqualification.

Naval Academy, will complete their work by the first of 
November. They have erected the armory, boat-house 
and power-house, and constructed the sea wall on the 
north side of the es 

Midshipman Charles Belknap, captain of the football 
team for this season, and 41 other candidates, appeared 
on the field Monday afternoon, and the first preliminary 
practice was begun. The only- member of last years’ 
team who. did not report was Carpenter, the big 210- 
pound guard, who reported Tuesday. Rodgers, Schlabach 
and Oak, players of last years Hustler team, who will 
probably hold the positions of tackles and center on the 
first eleven, did not appear in their football clothes. When 
the other members of the Hustlers arrived the number 
of the football squad was increased to fifty or more, 
which is the largest ever at the Academy. Captain 
Belknap put the new players to tackling the dummy, 
while the more experienced ones ran through the signals. 
The most promising men among the newly entered fourth 
class were Aiken and Grady as fullbacks, Howard and 
Fitch halfbacks, Riebe as an end, and Smith at center.

West Point, N. Y., Oct. 2, 1902. 

A week of rain has afforded opportunity for football 
practice in anticipation of the first game of the season, 
to be played with .ufts on Saturday afternoon Oct. 4. 

The natural beauties of the Point were veiled dur- 
ing the visit of Admiral Lord Charles Beresford of the 
British Navy, who selected most uncompromising 
weather for his trip last Thursday.

It is proposed that colonels shall be elected 
according to the present law. a vacancy is to be 
filled by the promotion of a 2d lieutenant, Ist lieutenant, 
captain or major, the officer in ues shall be required 
to pass a rigid examination. Should the officer fail to 
pass, another opportunity shall be offered him within not 
more than three months’ time, and should he then fail 
to pass, he can either resign and receive an honorable 
discharge or a full and honorable discharge, as the case 
may be. Such officer is to have the priv to decline 
promotion before appearing before the examining board. 
The proposed amendment is an excellent one and should 
meet with general avnroval. Officers are also invited to 
send any other suggestions as to alterations of the Mili- 
tary Code to headquarters, not later than Nov. 25.

DECSIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Lieut. William R. White, junior grade, of the Navy, 
claims that as his commission as an ensign in the Navy 
was dated July 1, 1899, he was a commissioned officer 
in the Navy on that date, and should now be paid at 
the rate of $1,500 a year, instead of at that of $1,402.50 a 
year, the latter being the shore pay,of an_.officer of his 
grade computed with reference to army rates. He bases 
his claim by virtue of Section 13 of the Navy per- 
sonnel act, as amended by the Act of June 7; 1900, 
prohibiting reduction of pay, so as to make it apply in 
grades to which officers might be promoted after the 
passage of the latter act. The Comptroller- says: 
“Lieut. White had been a Naval Cadet prior to July 1, 
1899, and althéugh as stich he was ‘an officer. of the 
Navy he was not a commissioned officer therein, until 
his appointment as ensign. I have to state that if Lieu- 
tenant White was an ensign in the Navy for any por- 
tion of July 1, 1899, he was.a commissioned officer then 

_ in the Navy, .within the. meaning of the proviso in 
Section 13 of the Navy perotenlt act, prohibiting re- 
, duction of pay, and is entitled to be paid according ‘to 
*'the law as it my / existed if his pay is more, ac- 
’ cording to such law, then it would be under the Navy 
P personnel act.” 
The Comptroller of the Treasury holds that for such 
yi period as it may be found impracticable to supply the 
enlisted Marines, serving at Culebra with the Army 
ration, or for such period as the expense of doing: so 
is greater than it would be to supply the Navy ration, 
‘ the Navy ration may, in the discretion of the Secretary 
of the Navy, be substituted, or commuted in whole or 
in part at Navy rate, 

In a long decision the Comptroller of the Treasury 
holds that paymaster’s clerks of the Navy are not en- 
titled to increase of pay for service outside of the limits 
of the United States and territories contiguous thereto 
under the Army Appropriation Act of March 2, 1901.

ANOTHER AMERICAN-BUILT STEAMSHIP FOR 
THE RED STAR LINE. 

The new twin-screw steamship Finland of the Red 
Star Line, which was built at the yards of tue William 
Cramp & Sons’ Ship and Engine Building Co., in Phil- 
adelphia, arrived in New York city Saturday, Sept. 27. 
She will be put into the New York-Antwerp service of 
the Red Star Line immediately, sailing from New York 
Saturday, Oct. 4, at 10 A.M. The Finland is the last of 
the quartette of new twin-screw steamships which the 
International Navigation Company has built for the New 
York-Antwerp service of the Red Star Line. She and 
the Kroonland, -recently added to the service, are the 
largest ships built in the United States. The Finland 
is built on the same plan as the Vaderland, but in the 
matter of appointments and various conveniences it is 

en an improvement over,the latter, The Finland 
is 580 feet long, which is. 26 feet longer than the St. 
Louis and St. Paul, and has a register of 12,760 tons, 
or 1,150 tons more than the St. Lowis and St. Paul. 
She possesses every device for the safety and comfort of 
passengers, and ,earvies,.the largest improved appliances 
for the protection of life. . Except-in; the one point _of 
speed the Finland ‘is the equal of thé: finest steamships 
afloat and will enable persons 6f moderate means to enjoy 
all the luxuries of the fastest_ocean greyhounds. 

Chere are berths for 348 first-class passengers, 194 
second-elass and about 1,000 third-class. The arrange- 
ment for loading-and discharging cargo, are very complete. 
The engines are of quadruple. expansion, direct acting 
and surface condensing type. The four cylinders each 
work. a& separate crank, and are so arranged. as to produce 
a mininium of vibration, the parts being so disposed as 
to be practically balanced without the use of counter- 
weights on crank arms: ~There are eight single-ended 
boilers in the ship, constructed of steel and adapted for 
a working pressure of 200 pounds per square inch, four 
furnaces to each boiler, making thirty-two in all. These 
bo lers are in two compartments, leading into two funnels, 

lich are 98 feet high from the grate level, and ellip- 
ti il in plan, 13 feet 6 inches by 8 feet 6 inches. The 
fans are eight in number and 7 feet 6 inches in diameter, 
and are situated directly under the funnels. If the ves- 
sel should be needed for service in the time of war the 
disposition of the bunkers would give coal protection 
to the. boilers, while safety from breakdowns is assured 
by the adoption of twin-serews, which are fitted with

The minister holds strongly to his pre- 
rogative, and appears to have been in the right, be- 
causé the etiquette of the Spanish Court prescribes that 
the minister in attendance on the Sovereign is alone 
responsible for the orders given. The King was en- 
thusiastically received, although the dispositions of his 
military officers were queso. General Weyler se- 
cured the victory, and the trouble was ended. 


Col. de Saint-Rémy, of the French army, has been 
retired as a further punishment for his contumacy in 
refusing to lead his squadron to Floermel in order to 
close a school and to expel by force the sisters of charity, 
who were beloved by the people there. It appears that, 
having been legally requisitioned by the civil authorities, 
an officer who refuses to employ his: forces may be im- 
prisoned for a period not exceeding three months. The 
Echo de l’Armée, while upholding the principle of mili- 
tary discipline, expresses the opinion that the colonel 
recoiled from the very distasteful duty that was imposed 
upon him. He is a man of high character, beloved by 
his men, and was disgusted at being employed “in the 
manner of-a policeman against devoted women who could 
not defend themselves.” “It is not to treat women with 
brutality that officers have won their rank; the real 
offender is not the officer who refuses to obey, but the 
Minister who lays upon him the obligation of diso- 
bedience.”

lity, it was the unrivaled personal 
owledge of the country which made De 
et the power he has been in the South 
rican war. He fought on his own and 
on his brothers’ farms, and wherever he 
challenged an engagement he had by his 
side the man on whose land the battle 
was fought to act as chief of staff. No 
map, no survey, no scout’s report, pos- 
sibly could equal such first hand intelli- 
gence. Most dignified of the Boer gen- 
erals, General de la Rey has the appear- 
ance of a Hebrew patriarch, the manners 
of an old time French  seigneur. He 
stepped into the war with the reputation 
of a leader.

The Literary Digest, in a translation 
from La Vie Illustrée describing the new 
German automatic gun, says that it 
throws balls an inch and a half in di- 
ameter at the rate of 200 a minute, and 
with such force as to pierce forged iron 
plates three and a half inches thick. The 


action is automatic, the recoil of one 
discharge furnishing the energy uecessary 
to work the mechanism for the next. 
Without going into details, it may be said 
that the weapon consists of an interior 
part which recoils and an exterior part 
which does not, the two engaging by 
means of levers and other mechanism at 
the instant of recoil in such a manner 
as to extract the empty cartridge, replace 
it by a full one, and explode the latter. 
The gun is protected against overheat- 
ing by a water-jacket. A special feature 
of the weapon is that, although it is 
mounted on a wheeled carriage, it may be 
dismounted and taken apart for trans- 
portation on the backs of horses. The 
new gun is made by Krupp under an ar- 
rangement with the English inventors, 
Vickers and Maxim.
